techniques the Communists have used to 
capture country after country; levying 
“taxes,” not just because they want the 
money, but to create the impression that 
they are the legitimate government. The 
Communist Vietcong are doing that right 
now in South Vietnam, aren’t they? You 
may even read that in your newspaper — 
which is the last to know. 

Along these lines, in Canjilon, one of 
Tijerina’s headquarters, where the raid on 
the neighboring Tierra Amarilla Court- 
house was planned, U.S. Forest Rangers 
John Drake and John Hayden have both 
been threatened. Reliable witnesses have 
heard machine-gun fire, from the home of 
Juan Valdez, for instance. New Mexico 
State Police Officer Nick Saiz says it was 
Juan who shot him at the Courthouse. 

Juan probably just “doesn’t know” it 
is illegal to own a machine-gun. Maybe 
some advocate of confiscatory firearms 
legislation could explain it to him. 

And on July 15, 1968, in the woods 
around Canjilon, an observer spotted two 
hairy, bearded white men, wearing com- 
bat boots and army fatigues, and armed 
with what appeared to be M-l or M-2 
carbines with thirty-shot clips. If I re- 
member correctly, that’s illegal too. The 
men also wore belt cases for fifteen-shot 
clips. 

Indeed, in Albuquerque itself, in the 
South Valley, Tijerinistas have actually 
been going from door to door to terrorize 
Latins. As everywhere else — as in Cuba, 
Algeria and China, and Harlem - the 
people the Communists are making suffer 
most, are the very people the Commu- 
nists claim are demanding “indepen- 
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dence” as the solution to their suffering. 

In one case, a terrorist appeared at an 
Anglo home, presumably believing it was 
Latin, asked the lady of the house, 
through the screen door, what she thinks 
of Tijerina, and when she was less than 
enthusiastic asked what her horses are 
worth, whether she owns guns, and when 
her husband is home - and accused her 
of “racial prejudice” when she refused to 
answer.

Hopefully, 
someone can get to them before they ruin 
their lives. 

So there it is. Incredible though it may 
be — and it is incredible — a Castroite 
guerrilla war is being arranged for the 
American Southwest. Reies Tijerina, or 
whoever it is who gives the orders, may 
already have selected a day this spring or 
summer as Der Tag.

Berkeley has endured attacks by revo- 
lutionaries on troop trains, riots, bomb- 
ings, burnings, and large-scale destruction 
of property on and off the campus of the 
University of California, but it took a 
hippie minister who claimed his civil 
rights had been violated during a riot to 
get the Justice Department to do some- 
thing - and even then it came in on the 
side of the hippie Left! 

Doubtless many local police officials 
are accepting federal funds against their 
better judgment because they are desper- 
ate. An average of only 4.5 percent of local 
budgets is now spent on police protection, 
while Welfare, which is not even a legiti- 
mate function of government, is in most 
cases gobbling up over half of local tax 
revenues. According to Time, “local 
police forces now cost the average citizen 
only a bargain-basement $14.48 per 
year.” (Take a look at your property-tax 
bill and see how that compares with the 
total you are paying!) 

If Fedcop is to be stopped, Americans 
must prove to their local police that they 
support them and want them to remain 
independent. We must be willing to pay the 
tariff for doing so. After all, this thin blue 
line of police officers is all that stands be- 
tween us and the armies of criminals and 
revolutionaries in the streets. Already they 
arc wavering from the assault on the one 
side, and the lack of support on the 
other. If that line ever breaks, our coun- 


try will be so irretrievably lost that no 
army will ever be able to restore the 
freedoms we now have. We must see to it 
that our local police have the local funds 
they need to do their job! 

All Americans must be brought to 
understand that L.E.A.A. is treating the 
symptoms rather than the causes of grow- 
ing crime and insurrection. We must 
expose the fact that those most active in 
promoting the federal takeover of our 
local police are the politicians and 
bureaucrats who have long supported the 
radicalism of the Supreme Court and 
backed legislation which puts the blame 
for crime on “society” and not on the 
criminals and revolutionaries behind its 
escalation. The answer to our problem is 
to take the handcuffs off our local police 
and put them back on the criminals 
where they belong. 

But keep in mind that the issue at hand 
is not law an^ order. All Communist na- 
tions, every dictatorship, has law and order 
— enforced by a national police force. No, 
the question is who is going to enforce law 
and order, our local police or the federal 
government. Fedcop must be stopped. As 
Dan Smoot has reminded us: “At the end 
of that road is the instrument for total con- 
trol that all dictatorships require: a na- 
tional police force. Then, the character of 
American lav/ gr;fe<cement will undergo 
another, andr|!fc%ne a rather abrupt, 
change. Whei: :p. National police force 
becomes a recognized, accepted, oper- 
ating reality, it will no longer be inef- 
fective and permissive. It will be ruth- 
lessly efficient and repressive. Its mission, 
however, will not be to protect the 
public, but to protect entrenched politi- 
cal power against the public.” 

Now, more than ever before, it is vital 
that we i support our local police, and 
keep them independent. ■ ■

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CLENCHED FIST 



A History Of The Communist Salute 



■ No American who saw it will ever forget the clenched-fist salute deliv- 
ered by Communist Lee Harvey Oswald shortly after his arrest at Dallas 
for the murder of President John F. Kennedy. Here was a brazen Commu- 
nist agent, trailed at Minsk in the U.S.S.R. and active in Communist 
affairs across America, signaling to the world that the assassination of 
President Kennedy had been a Communist project. It was a signal as cer- 
tain, in its way, as the stiffly raised palm that preceded the Nazi sieg heil\ 

The Communists’ clenched-fist salute has for years been a symbol of 
revolution. It has been the colophon of revolutionary publications fesft?./ 
Vladivostok to Berkeley, and is now worn as a Red badge of courage by 
the young Comrades who march and riot in our streets. It has even been 
adopted by the terrorists of the Communist Black Panther Party, who 
supplement its display by chanting “Power to fhe People,” a phrase lifted 
from the Little Red Book of Communist China’s Mao Tse-tung. 

Yet, the clenched-fist salute has been variously interpreted by Amer- 
ica’s “Liberal” pundits as signifying “Peace” or “Brotherhood” or “Black 
Power.” The New York Tam:s. for example, often carries photos of Com- 
rades giving the Red but refuses to identify it. The New York 

Times Magazine for JwiStiiSl 1969, even carried an advertisement -fPE 3 
$1,600 watch (the “Spartacus”) worn on a wrist raising the clei&^eil^i 
The Boston Herald Traveler of July 14, 1969, featured a phota^E. : ^fez^it 
or so hard-eyed agitators over the caption: “Clenched Fist Sa|iaB 
by some demonstrators leaving the Hotel Americana ballroorft 
York] after interrupting opening of American Medical Assinr; meeting. 
They protested AMA stand on health care measures.” There was no 
mention of the fact that among those demonstrators were identified 
Communists, and that those raised fists were a Communist salute. 

Even more interesting was a photograph filling two full pages of Life 
magazine for July 1 1, 1969, accompanying an article by John H. Knowles, 
director of Boston’s Massachusetts Genera! Hospital. Knowles — shown in 
the two-page photo displaying a clenched-fist salute — had on January 15, 
1969, been asked by Secretary Robert Finch to become Assistant Secre- 
tary for Health and Scientific Affairs in the Department of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare. Because of his devotion to the Far Left he had, as a re- 
sult of pressure from the American Medical Association, been denied the 
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Party, U.S.A., and presently head of Black Studies at Bryn Mawr. 

Then there is the incredible photograph which on October 8, 1969, 
appeared in the Daily World, official newspaper of the Communist Party, 
U.S.A. There, under the picture of admitted “non-Soviet type Commu- 
nist” David Dellinger, who is shown displaying the Soviet salute, we read: 
“End The War: Dave Dellinger gives the clenched-fist salute to some 1 ,000 
people at New York’s Moratorium rally last weekend.” 

In other publications we have seen photos of such noted “Liberals” as 
Orville Freeman, Hubert Humphrey, and Nikita Khrushchev giving that 
same salute. 

Still, benumbed as one may be by the hundreds of examples of open use 
of the Communist salute, few can fail to be shocked by theTact that the 
Peace Corps is now using the clenched fist on national television — as a 
recruiting symbol to attract America’s youth. 

Of course, there is no secret about any of this. So clear is the matter that 
late in November we placed a call to the headquarters of the Communist 
Party in New York City, identified ourselves, and asked for an official com- 
ment on the Communist salute. Comrade Simon Gerson, a long-time Party 
functionary who is Executive Editor of the Daily World, told us that the 
clenched-fist salute was used prior to World War I by “the German Left, the 
powerful Communist Party in Germany at that time . ...” He said he would 
like to discuss the matter with me at length but was quite busy, suggesting 
that I check with their Labor Research Association at 80 East 1 1th Street in 
New York for further verification. 

When your reporter called back several hours later (212-MU-5-5755), I 
spoke with Comrade Arnold Johnson, Public Relations Director for the 
Communist Party, who openly confirmed that the clenched-fist salute “was 
used by the Communists in the Thirties during the Spanish Civil War, and it 
has been used by the Party since that time.” 

Still not satisfied that the Comrades were “telling it like it is,” we tele- 
phoned again still later that evening and spoke at length with a more candid 
member of the Party who said he had seen pictures of Comrades delivering 
that salute during the Paris Communes of 1871. Speaking in a deep, gruff 
voice, and with a definite foreign accent, our confidante assured us that the 
clenched-fist salute had been used during the October Revolution in Russia, 
“ft jjfov want another source for that salute,” he added, “check John Reed’s 
T’in-'iktys That Shook The World. ” Johni Reed, you will remember, was the 
first American to join the Communist Party, arid his book was an eye-witness 
account of the Communist takeover of Russia in 1917. 

So there you have it. As direct a§ it can come! That raised, clenched fist 
is the Communist salute. Next time you see it, take a good hard look at 
who is delivering it and why. — David Emerson Gumaer

When asked at a press con- 
ference today why the rally 
was permitted to take place, 
Barnhart said the city an-

City Manager Richard 
Wilson and several of his 
assistants argued that the 
meeting would permit young 
people to “blow off steam.” 

The rally was followed 
almost immediately by about 
200 young people marching up 
Central Avenue and smashing 
windows and cars.

THE 


RESOLUTION 


SELECTIVE SERVICE AND THE EDUCATIONAL PROCESS 


The basic principle behind the following resolutions is : that 

a clear separation of the draft from educational processes is 
necessary for the best functioning of each. 

Some important reasons in support of this basic principle are: 
(1) If academic grades are used as part of the criteria of draft 
-classification or se-lect-i-on^^-fehen- 'some—studen-ts^may— ^ be- tempted — - 
toward cheating, dishonesty, cribbing, etc.; such behavior is 
incompatible with effective education. We do not wish to encourage 
such negative values. (2) If academic grades are used as part 
of the criteria, then students are driven toward over-emphasis on 
grades as the end product. Students under such pressure demand 
simple syllabi and lectures easily memorized and regurgitated. 

Every detail is geared to achieving higher grades. Methods of 
analysis, discursive discussion, independent and diverse ideas, 
novel explorations, laboratory experience, etc., do not pay off in 
higher grades, yet are the more important values in the educational 
process. (3) If academic grades are used for selection, then 
certain social injustices result: (a) those who have wealth go to 

school while the poor go to war; (b) students will select easier 
colleges and easier courses, thus supporting what is of inferior 
standard; (c) those students born with higher I.Q.'s, or those who 
had better educations in lower grades are exempt, while the average 
students from poorer schools are sent to war . Let us remember that 
we~ "as' citizehs7"are 'fespdnsible~ for^fhe existence in our society 
of such poorer schools. 

These reasons are sufficient to show why academic criteria 
must be sharply separated from draft criteria. If not separated, 
the educational process is poisoned in many ways. 

With this basic principle and these reasons before us, we 
offer the following resolutions: 

(1) That the University of New Mexico in order to 
preserve and encourage the best educational values 
believes it sufficient to certify to Selective 

• Service Boards whether or not a student is making 
normal progress.

STUDENT DRAFT DEFERMENTS 


WHEREAS, the singling out of college and university 

students,f or deferment^-fro m the draft cannot be j ustified by 

military considerations, and is unjust, in terms of the risks 
to life and limb involved in armed conflict, to those young 
men who lack the financial resources, cultural background or 
intelligence necessary for attendance at an institution of 
higher learning; and 

WHEREAS, in an age characterized by limited warfare and 
the development of nuclear weapons for use against major 
population centers in the event of a general war, it is 
wholly unrealistic to believe that a just selective service 
system would present any special danger of sacrificing a 
large proportion of the nation's "best brains;" and 

v 

WHEREAS, any scheme of student deferments that defers 
some, but not all, college and university students must 
necessarily involve a process of drawing distinctions among 

students that may seriously interfere with the educational 

objective s— of —both~~ac ademi coin's ti tu ti bns'ahd^iridi vi dual 
students; and 

WHEREAS, a selective service system based on a common 
lottery — as utilized in the Second World War — would not 
only avoid the problems heretofore cited but would also tend 
to promote thoughtful and responsible consideration of issues 
of war and peace among all groups of our citizens; 

BE IT RESOLVED, that the University of New Mexico Chapter 
of the American Association of University Professors favors 
the elimination of draft deferments for college and university 
students and urges that a common lottery be adopted as the 
basis for any selective service system.

RESOLUTION ON THE DRAFT 

This resolution is based on the assumption that the University, the 
faculty, and the individual student should each exercise the greatest 
independence with respect to the operation of the Selective Service Act. 
Two principal arguments support the resolution. 

1. There is an increasing tendency for government agencies, whose func-^ 

tions are not related to education or research, to become directly 
involved in the affairs of universities. These practices in recent 

years have led to such abuses as seeret contracts and university spon- 
sorship of police and espionage programs in foreign countries. 

More important than these abuses, is the principle that university 
involvement with non-education or non-research agencies makes it more 
difficult for individuals in the university to remain objective in 
matters related to policies or operations of these agencies. 

The principle of non-education or non-research involvement in 
university affairs is found in the implementation of student deferments 
under the Selective Service Act. Universities are requested, as a 
general practice, to inform draft boards of the enrollment, standing, 
and satisfactory progress of its students and to provide facilities 
for Selective Service testing on the campus. The acceptance of these 

practices by the university can influence the_p rocess of i ndivi dual 

inquiry ~'in~ this controversial area. 

2. Seeking deferment and complying with the terms of the Selective 
Service Act is a matter solely between the individual and his draft 
board for other segments of the population between the ages of 18 and 
26. The university student is as fully capable of accepting the res- 
ponsibility for evaluating his progress, seeking deferment, and dealing 
with the draft board as problems arise as is the non-student. 

This responsibility should fall on the individual student rather 
than on the University. To assume that it is necessary for the univ- 
ersity to perform this function for the student and evaluate the 
student's progress detracts from his rights and stature as an individual 
and student.

*modify~the~presenf 'sy^stemV Therefore, the following resolution is 
offered to the Student Affairs Committee for review. 



WHEREAS, it is the responsibility of the university to maintain 
a tradition Of objectivity in regard to matters of government policy, and 
it is therefore in the interest of the university to avoid involvement 
- in government policies or programs* that are not related to education 
training, or research, and 

WHEREAS, ia this spirit, the university should recognize only its 
obligation to submit to the Selective Service boards the same records 
as are available, at the request of students, to other institutions or 
organizations, and 

WHEREAS, the responsibility for ; determining eligibility for defer- 
ment should (as is the case for the ^o^^tudent) rest upon the Selective 
Service boards, and v ~ 

WHEREAS, the responsibility for lying with the terms of the 
Selective Service Act should be a matter between the individual and 
his Selective Service board, be it resolved that: 


1. The university shall supply transcripts of student grades 
upon written request or signed application by the student. 

2. The university shall not advise Selective Service boards 
as to student progress or status other than to submit the 
above information upon request by the student. 

3. The university shall not provide facilities, staff, or 
personnel for the purpose of implementing the Selective 
Service Act.

Tne drafting of college students, or their deferment, concerns 
us all more, I suspect, than would appear from letters tc the papers 
or from attendance at meetings. It occurs to me that this concern 
seems less evident because people with more extreme views drown 
out thoughtful and troubled consideration which remains still amor- 
phous because so few public statements reflect middle-of-the-road 
attitudes. I should like to give expression to some moderate 
views and suggest a resolution which embodies them. 

Deferment and exemption . Many speakers talk of deferment as 
if it were a synonym for _ exempt ion._ The argument for deferment is 
simple: it is better for young men to do their military service 

after college rather than before. It is probably better also for 
the armed services this way. This is not to say that the statement 
is true for all cases; I think we all know of instances where 
military service before completing college has fitted men for more 
serious attention to their studies than was the case earlier. 

Exemption from military service must always depend on the 
requirements of national safety and welfare. Thus if a student 
is deferred and later accepts a job in an exempted profession or 
industry, we must consider that he acts in the national interest. 

My personal explanation for the fact that men show more interest 
today than formerly in the teaching profession stems from better 
pay schedules rather than from the hope that the scarcity of 
teachers will persuade draft boards to grant indefinite deferments. 

Purpose of the draft . The .draft. was instituted as a means .ot 

giving military experience to the male population so that in case 
our nation is threatened by war, we may bring our people to a 
state of military preparedness with greater efficacy. Training 
is therefore its chief purpose. If this is so, we may rightfully 
object to the practice of sending draftees into the war in Vietnam. 
That should be a war for the professional armed services rather than 
for the civilians-abldier. 

This is not to say that we should withdraw from Vietnam and 
thus dash the hopes we have raised there of seeing some ultimate 
solution in which the democratic process has viability. At the 
same time, like most Americans, I suspect, I am troubled by this 
war and hope that every advantage for peace may be explored. 

Vietnam does not, however, pose the threat to our nation which 
justifies sending civilian-soldiers into battle unless they volun- 
teer for such service. __ 

^^— ^Rac ial minorities and the poor . A persistent criticism of 
college deferment runs that in deferring college students we dis- 
criminate against racial minorities and the poor. Such an argu- 
ment appeals to many intelligent and charitable people but it is 
not, I believe, a valid one. In the first place it confuses defer- 
ment with exemption and, in the second place, it calls for the 
wrong conclusion. It is true that the draft calls up more racial 
minorities and poor than it does well-to-do people but the situation 
is a criticism of society rather than of the draft. Racial minor- 
ities are likely to be poor until they escape poverty by seizing 
every opportunity to improve their education (and I am for assist- 
ing them in every way to acquire the education they are capable of 
absorbing) . 



There is even a bright side to the fact that the poor out- 
number the others in the draft (assuming that we do not send 
draftees into battle) . Not many of us are tempted to recommend 
the armed services as educational institutions but we can easily 
recall men who learned useful trades whole serving their stint in 
the army, the navy, or the air forces. 

Obligation of the University to its students . If it is in 
the best interest of students to be deferred until they receive 
their college degree, then it is surely the obligation of the 
University to provide the_draf t bo.ards with evidence of their bona 
fide status as students. The necessary corollary tcTthe proposition 
is that the University should provide evidence also if the students 
fail to maintain such status. I hear no opinion in favor of hav- 
ing the University exist as an acceptable alternative to the draft. 

Because of these considerations I propose the following 
resolution as being appropriate to passage by any segment of the 
University community: 

Inasmuch as the purpose of the draft is to provide military 
experience for a substantial portion of the male population 
of the United States in case we are menaced by the military 
might of some foreign power, we hereby resolve 

First , that draftees should under no circumstances be sent 
into a war that has not been formally declared to exist by 
the Congress of the Uni ted States , and 

Second , that police actions or wars, such as that being 
waged in Vietnam at the present time should be fought by 
military professionals, and 

Third , that status as a bona fide student should 
continue to be acceptable for draft deferment of five 
years, or until termination of the baccalaureate degree, 
whichever should come first, and 

Fourth , that the Administration of the University be 
urged to cooperate fully with the public bodies charged with 
the responsibility of administering our draft laws, to the 
end that the University shall remain an educational institu- 
tion and not become a haven for draft-dodgers. 
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BOYCOTT : THE STRUGGLE FOR A FREE UNIVERSITY 


No issue in the recent history of the Univerbihy of New Mexico 
has raised as much concern as the suspension of Lionel Williams 
and Ken Pollack and the subsequent suspension of the administrative 
duties of two faculty members. It can be safely said that the 
majority opinion of the campus community is opposed to interference 
of this kind with academic freedom. 

Not all those concerned, however, a^ree upon the best methods 
of attacking the problem. Those of us who advocate a boycott of 
classes on Wednesday do so with a full understanding of the reasons 
for its necessity. We would like to explain these reasons in the 
hope that others will join us and that all will at least understand 
us . 

We are considering a strike and will have a ASUNM referEnd-um 
following Easter vacatriom. We are in opposition to the closure of 
the university. We demand the opening of the university, we 
demand that the classes be free, the students free, and the faculty 
free for the most complete academic expression. The central fail- 
ure of American education is its lack of -^hle vance — the only rele- 
vant subject within a free university on Wednesday, April 2nd, is 
the question of academic freedom. 

The methods of the "boycott" are those of opening a new and 
free environment to this university — an environment not subject 
to the caprice of political power or the vehemence of popular 
opinion. We therefore urge all faculty ja embers and . all teac hing, . . 

assistants to hold classes-put not the classes and subject; ^o 
outside, or off campus. If necessary, go ib the Mall. Express, 
your dissent by refusing to be bound up in the regime of a univer- 
sity committed to the restraint of academic expression. 

Let's speak in terms of tactics: The faculty copped out ou 

itself, the University and the students. For most of us the 
question is hardly one of due process: we feel strongly that no 

university member should be tried just because a Salem legisla- 
ture wants a victim. In fact, the trial is in itself a mockery 
of rnadumic freedom . 

Nbw let us speak in terms of morality. Unless we, as students, 
feel ourselves to be children, we must make independent moral 
decisions. Rather than accept the paternalism of dependence on 
faculty for ethical guidelines, we must justify our own. actions. 

Two graduate students and two regular faculty members have been 
seveky and arbitrarily punished for standing by beliefs which 
were moral, not tactical. We must ask no less of ourselves: that 

we stand independently for a collective resistance to the suppres- 
sion of freedom.

Brig. Gen. William (Jerry) 
Lee was challenged Wednesday 
to turn over to the FBI and 
“proper courts” any docu- 
mented evidence he might have 
that Communists have infil- 
trated the National Council of 
Churches. 

Eight inisters representing all 
denominations here which are af-j 
filiated with the council signed 
the request, and said action on 
such charges should be taken to 
resolve such charges. 

The ministers were replying to 
a statement made by the gen- 
eral on Monday when he said that 
the National Council was infil- 
trated, with Communists. The min- 
isters said they did not believe 
that it was and that if the re- 
tired commander of Amarillo Air < 
Force Base has documented evi- 
dence as he claims, then he should 
let others know of it. 

Ministers signing the statement 
were: 

Bishop George Quarterman, 
bishop of the Episcopal diocese; 
Dr. E. B. Landreth, district su- 
perintendent of the Methodist 
Church; the Rev. Charley P.

He says that 
Communists stand to gain from 
any rift created by people who en- 
gage in reckless charges against 
one another.” . . . There is above 
all the danger of irresponsible 
counteraction by citizens who lend 
impetus to communism through 
inept attempts to fight this insidi- 
ous menace.”

Day. Welch thus has memorialized 
Birch as “the first American 
casualty” in a “third world war” be- 
tween the Communists and their 
foes.

Welch’s so-called conservatism is so 
extreme that Raymond Moley, famed 
conservative columnist, says the John 
Birch Society chief is in fact the anti- 
thesis of real conservatism.

SUPREME COURT’S PRAYER DECISION - PART II 

COD IS NOT PERMISSIBLE BUT OBSCENITY IS 

Supreme Court Justice Hugo L. Black wrote the majority opinion for the June 25, 
1962, New York School Prayer Case decision in which the Court held that recitation of 
a non-denominational pTsygr (by teachers and students, in the public schools of New 
Hyde Park) is unconstitutional. 

In 1936, Mr. Black (then a United States Senator from Alabama), criticizing a Supreme 
Court decision which was contrary to Franklin D. Roosevelt’s wishes, asserted that the 
Court majority of five men was ruling the nation. <u 

Senator Black, a passionate partisan of the New Deal, fought hard for Roosevelt’s 
"Court-packing” scheme in 1937. The scheme failed, but Roosevelt rewarded Black by 
appointing him — August 12, 1937 — a Justice of the Supreme Court. Though Black 
was known as a "leftist radical” — at a time when a reasonably conservative Senate 
had just defeated Roosevelt’s effort to pack the Supreme Court with leftist radicals — 
the Senate (August 17, 1937) confirmed Black’s nomination (as Roosevelt had shrewdly 
guessed it would) because Black was a "member of the club.” (2) 

The Supreme Court which Senator Black criticized in 1936 was, in sofiio part, com- 
-posed of men~who tried to adjudicate cases in compliance with the principles and purposes 
and limitations set out in our Constitution. 

The Supreme Court of which Black has been a member since 1937 has become an irre- 
sponsible oligarchy arrogating to itself the unconstitutional power to change our Consti- 
tution at will, in defiance of its obvious meaning, in defiance of the history and traditions 
of the nation, and even in defiance of the Court’s own precedents. 

Hugo L. Black, now the senior member of the Supreme Court, has become a leader of 
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the "leftist-radical” Court majority which is 
perverting the sacred principles on which our 
society is based — dictating law for 1 86 mil- 
lion people, in contempt and ignorance of a 
Constitution which established a Republic oi 
self-governing free men. (3) 1 

The day after Justice Black wrote th& 
majority opinion in the School Prayer Case 
decision (June 25, 1962), The New York 
Times (June 26) featured a two-column ar- 
ticle about Black, heaping praise on him as 
an "Advocate of Liberty.” Lauding Justice 
Black as an "intellectual leftist liberal,” The 
New York Times says: 

"Justice Black’s greatest emphasis has been 
on the free speech guarantee in the First 
Amendment. He argues that this prevents 
Government from interfering with any kind 
of talk, even the obscene or the subversive.” 

But Slack’s decision in the School Prayer 
Case holds that school children and teachers 
violate the First Amendment when they say 
the Regents Prayer. Here is the liberal con- 
cept of liberty: the Constitution permits 
obscenity and subversion, but prohibits reli- 
gious ceremony! 

Throughout the United States, parents have 
found (on the "preferred reading” shelves of 
public school libraries, and even on the "re- 
quired reading” lists for school children) 
books containing such language that quota- 
tions from them could not be sent through 
the mails, because of postal regulations against 
obscene matter. <4) Parents who have made 
public complaints about this situation have 
been condemned, by liberals, as "reaction- 
aries,” who want to impose a bigoted censor- 
ship on the reading of children. 

Freedom for Perversion 
and Subversion 

R eview of a few scattered cases will illus- 
trate the strange "liberal” concept of liberty 


— that the Constitution gives unrestrained 
license to the propagation of obscene and sub- 
versive material among school children and 
Others, but prohibits the distribution of Holy 
Wist’ or the mention of God. 

,7 ' v '.l 

lu the spring of 195 5, the Gideon Society 
•arranged to present New Testaments as gifts 
to children graduating from junior high 
schools in San Diego, California. The Jewish 
Community Relations Council and the Anti- 
Defamation League of B’nai B’rith protested. 
On May 24, 195 5, the District Attorney of 
San Diego County gave the formal opinion 
that distributing Bibles on public school prop- 
erty would be unconstitutional. 

In 1956, Eleazar Smith was arrested in 
Los Angeles for possessing in his bookstore an 
obscene book (on lesbianism). He was tried 
in Los Angeles Municipal Court and sentenced 
to 30 days in jail. The conviction was upheld 
by the Appellate Department of the State 
Superior Court. Smith appealed to the United 
States Supreme Court. On December 14, 
195 9, the Supreme Court reversed Smith’s 
conviction, and struck down the Los Angeles 
City Ordinance involved. 

Associate Justice William O. Douglas said 
he read the book in question and. found it 
repulsive. Nonetheless, Douglas agreed with 
the Court majority decision that the convic- 
tion of Smith under the Los Angeles City 
Ordinance violated Smith’s rights under the 
First Amendment’s free-press provisions. <5> 

On January 28, 1957, the school board 
of Sierra Madre, California, received a letter 
from a Jewish couple, objecting to Christmas 
programs in the public schools. In July, 1957 
(after a bitter fight with parents) , the School 
Board outlawed the Nativity Scene and 
images of Christ and angels, and the singing 
of Christmas carols in public schools. 
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B. Ball (professor of law at 

Villanova University) citing the June 2 5, 
1957, Supreme Court decision in Roth vs. 
United States — and other cases in which the 
high court had permitted the distribution of 
materials declared obscene by lower federal 
courts and by Post Office officials — said the 
Supreme Court is giving, 

". . . a new immunity to publishers and 
producers who seek to profit by the spread 
of filth among children and adolescents.” <6) 

In September, 1957, the Attorney General 
of New Jersey ruled that the saying of Grace, 
aloud or secretly,, would not be permitted in 
public schools. 

e September, 1957, issue of National 
Republic reported that the New York State 


'’Gentlemen, we Relieve the selections con- 
sist of morbid, sadistic, degenerate, and 
warped mental expressions. ... We believe 
the continuation of this type of literature 
being presented to our students under the 
guise of modern American culture will only 
hasten the decay of American principles and 
morals.” 

The issue of Crest which the parents com- 
plained of is disgusting, reflecting little intel- 
ligence, talent, or training. Much of the stu- 
dent writing in it is the kind of stuff that 
naughty little boys write on sidewalks and 
outhouse walls — and, indeed, reflects little 
more literacy than one normally finds in such 
nasty four-letter scrawls. 

Faculty advisors Lawrence J. Lieberman 
and James Mauch defended and praised the 
student writings, however, saying that all 
material was carefully screened and that the 



Commissioner of Education upheld the sing- 
ing of the off-color song, "The Lonesome 
Train,” but outlawed the Ten Command- 
ments in public schools. 

C rest is a student publication at Orange 
Coast College, a tax-supported institution, in 
Costa Mesa, California. It is published once 
a year, under the supervision of the faculty. 
In the first week of June, 1962, the second 
annual volume of Crest was distributed to 
students and faculty members at the college. 

• It created consternation among parents, 
church groups, and citizens generally through- 
out Orange County. On June 11, 1962, par- 
ents bought space for a three-column ad in 
The Register (daily newspaper in Santa Ana) 
and published an Open Letter to Members of 
the Orange Coast College Board of Trustees, 
saying: 

"We hope you will diligently study the 
current literary publication. Crest, published 
by Orange Coast College. It is a collection 
of modern poems, short stories, and art writ- 
ten and designed by the students under the 
advisory staff [of three faculty members]: 
Lawrence J. Lieberman, C. Bruce Piner, and 
James Mauch. 


faculty advisors had "eM&hsated a number 
of objectionable pieces.” 

Dr. Peter Carr, Professor of Creative Writ- 
ing and Comparative Literature at Long 
Beach State College, also came to the defense 
of the student writings in Crest. Dr. Carr 
said: 

"I have probably as good a chance as any- 
one to review the current status of college 
literary journals. 

" Crest ... is perhaps the outstanding pe- 
riodical among those I have seen this year, 
and for one primary reason — both the writ- 
ing talent and the art talent are exceptional.” 

On June 12, 1962, the Board of Trustees 
of Orange Coast College announced that they 
would not censor any of the creative writing 
in Crest. 

Dr. Basil H. Peterson, President of Orange 
Coast College, defended the student writings 
in Crest, and denied that the College could 
be held responsible for the "philosophy” 
expressed in those writings. Dr. Peterson said: 

"While I would, perhaps, have edited it 
more carefully from a standpoint of taste, I 
do feel that this writing is the result of the 
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creativity of the studentSVand should stand 
as such. . . . 

"I would say some of the things in the 
publication do not appeal to me. At the same 
time, however, the students should have an 
opportunity to express themselves and should 
be able to face criticism. ... You can’t teach 
students anything. They have to teach them- 
selves. ” (7) 

Young people who never go to college, or 
even to high school, and who spend most of 
their youth in hangouts which are breeding 
places of delinquency, manage to "teach 
themselves” a great deal of what is reflected 
as learning in the Orange Coast College stu- 
dent magazine. If this fact were widely 
known among parents — it might render our 
fabulously expensive system of tax-supported 
"higher education” superfluous. 

O n the other hand: on June 21, 1962, 
Clark Kerr, President of the University of 
California, submitted, to the Board of Regents 
of the University, a memorandum which had 
already been approved by the Educational 
Policy Committee of the Board of Regents 

— and by attorneys for the Board. Mr. Kerr’s 
memorandum recommended that religious 
marriages and religious chapels should be pro- 
hibited on the campuses of the University — 
and that student religious organizations could 
not use University of California facilities for 
religious worship service or for religious 
exercises of any kind. 

Board of Regents’ attorneys claimed such 
prohibitions against religion were necessary 
to avoid raising "serious constitutional 
questions. ” l8> 

On June 25, 1962, the United States 
Supreme Court overturned a Post Office 
Department ruling that a magazine for 
homosexuals is unmailable because of obscen- 
ity. The Court asserted that the First Amend- 
ment guarantees the rights of homosexuals 
to receive such magazines through the mails 

— and that the magazines are not patently 
offensive/ 9 ' 


On June 25, 1962, the United States 
Supreme Court struck down a California 
statute which made addiction to narcotics 
a crime/ 10 ' 

On June 25, 1962, the United States 
Supreme Court reversed contempt-of-Con- 
gress judgements against Louis Hartman of 
Berkeley, California and Bernard Silber, of 
New York City. Both had been convicted for 
refusal, in 1957, to give the House Committee 
on UnAmerican Activities information about 
communist infiltration in the communications 
industry. The Supreme Court reversed their 
contempt-of-Congress convictions, on the 
technicality of "faulty indictments.” 01 ' 

And on June 2 5, 1962, the Supreme Court 
handed down its New York School Prayer 
Case decision, prohibiting teachers and chil- 
dren from saying a non-denominational 
prayer in the public schools of New Hyde 
Park, New York. 

Denouncing these June 25 Court decisions 
in a speech to the House, on June 26, 1962, 
United States Representative William G. 
Bray (Republican, Indiana) said: 

"Many of my constituents have asked me 
if the protection of the laws only applies to 
communists and fellow travelers, to atheists 
and perverts, and to those who would destroy 
our society. They wonder why this protec- 
tion is not more often extended to protect 
things which are good and decent in our 
society, encouraging patriotism, spiritual de- 
votion, personal morality, and responsi- 
bility.”' 1 ^ 

grim fact is that the liberals of our 
time no longer believe in liberty under law: 
they believe in, and will stop at nothing to 
acMefc* a communist-fascist type of govern- 
ment. In the strange upside-down language 
and logic of contemporary liberalism, liberty 
and justice mean subjecting the people of the 
United States to the dictates of a centralized 
totalitarianism.

hen questioned at a press conference 
about his reaction to the Supreme Court’s 
June 25, 1962, School Prayer decision. Presi- 
dent Kennedy did what President Eisenhower 
did on similar occasions throughout his terms 
of office: he evaded direct comment about the 
correctness of the Court’s actions — but 
repeated the absurd cliche of modern liberal- 
ism that whatever the Supreme Court decides 
is "supreme law of the land,” which "all of us 
must obey.” 

The all of us seems to have crept into the 
cliche to make it palatable.- Liberals who hold 
great power over the people — and who most 
unctuously lecture the rest of us about obey- 
ing the supreme law of the land — often hold 
themselves above the law. 

For example, Justice William O. Douglas, 
in his School Prayer Case decision, holds that 
any mention of God or religion, by a public 
official while acting in an official capacity, is 
unconstitutional and should be forbidden. 
Yet, in the decision in which he makes this 
point, Douglas, acting in his official capacity 
as a Justice of the Supreme Court (quoting 
himself from a previous official decision), 
says: 

"We are a religious people whose institu- 
tions presuppose a supreme being.” 

If itTis Unconstitutional (as Douglas says) 
for a Supreme Court crier to say "God save 
the United States and this honorable court” 
— it should be unconstitutional for a 
Supreme Court Justice to declare in an official 
decision that our institutions are based on 
belief in God. 

But the communist-fascist philosophy of 
our leading liberals holds otherwise: members 
of the ruling politburo are not to be bound 
by their own edicts — just the proletariat. 

With the universal applause of liberals — 
and in the name of justice and liberty — 


President Eisenho^r, in 1957, violated the 
Constitution, Statutes of Congress, and some 
of the basic traditions of our society when he 
?ent troops into Little Rock to enforce, as 
"supreme law,” an illegal edict of the judicial 
oligarchy. It is obvious that Kennedy would 
do the same thing, if tJsfe occasion arose. 

It is not at all jodicrgUS to imagine a bat- 
tery of United States Marshals or a division 
of Federal troops marching into a local school 
house, with weapons ready, to prevent teach- 
ers and pupils from praying (if there is a 
public school anywhere in the land with 
administrators sturdy enough to defy a court 
order prohibiting prayer) because, iii its 
decisions on June 2 5, 1962, the Supreme 
Court converted into "supreme law” the 
"liberal” concept that the Constitution gives 
sacrosanct license to the propagation of 
obscene and subversive material among school 
children and others, but prohibits the distri- 
bution of Holy Writ or the mention of God. 

Mankind has witnessed many phenomena 
in the twentieth century. These developments 
(in a nation whose people are religious, and 
whose institutions are based on belief in God) 
are among the most startling. 


Churchmen Applaud 


Equally phenomenal were the reactions of 
some of the nation’s religious leaders to the 
Supreme Court’s anti-religion decision. 


Persons and organizations representing the 
Jewish and Unitarian faiths were in the fore- 
ground fighting for the Court decision. And 
officials of major Christian groups joined the 
Jews and Unitarians in praising the Supreme 
Court for outlawing religion in the public 
schools. 


Dean M. Kelly, director of the Department 
of Religious Liberty, of the National Council 
of Churches (which pretends to represent and 
speak for some 30 million Christian Protes- 
tants in major denominations) praised the 
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Supreme Court’s New \_^rk Prayer Case 
decision as one which Christians welcome. <1}) 

On July 8, 1962, Harold E. Fey, editor of 
the Christian Century, (a non-denomina- 
tional religious weekly, with national distri- 
bution among large Protestant denomina- 
tions) released a statement, signed by 1.9 
leaders in nine Protestant denominations, 
praising the Supreme Court School Prayer 
Case decision. Here are the 19 Christian 
leaders who signed the statement: 04 ’

Just a Beginning 

Some apologists for the Supreme Court 
claim that the Court merely outlawed an 
officially prescribed prayer in the public 


d 

schools of N£r/ Hyde Park, New York — and 
that the June 2 5 decision will not affect 
voluntary religious services in other schools 
throughout the land. 

Technically, this claim is correct. No other 
school system (even in the State of New 
York) has to pay any attention to the 
Supreme Court’s New York Prayer Case 
decision' — until it is also sued for permitting 
children to pray. Actually, of course, many 
(probably most) school systems will rush to 
abolish all religious services among children, 
in order to "comply with the Supreme Court 
ruling” before getting sued. 

On June 6, 1962, the Florida Supreme 
Court upheld a Florida law which requires 
daily Bible reading in all public schools. Leo 
Pfeffer served as counsel for the Florida 
parents seeking to outlaw the Bible reading. 
Leo Pfeffer is general counsel for the Ameri- 
can Jewish Congress, which was also promi- 
nent in support of the New Hyde Park, New 
York, parents who sued to outlaw the Regents 
Prayer. When the Supreme Court outlawed 
the Regents Prayer in New Hyde Park, Mr. 
Pfeffer jubilantly expressed certainty that he 
will now win his Florida case in the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 

Leo Pfeffer said that about 30 percent of 
all public schools in the United States practice 
a morning devotional, usually in the form of 
the Lord’s Prayer; that about 20 percent of 
all public schools require some teaching 
"about religion,” frequently without sectarian 
bias; that about 5 0 percent of all schools 
practice Bible reading; and that about 8 5 
percent of all baccalaureate services in the 
nation’s public schools have some religious 
content. Mr. Pfeffer confidently predicted 
that all such practices — even the teaching 
about religion without sectarian bias — will 
be outlawed as a result of the Supreme Court's 
Prayer Case decision on June 25, 1962. 05 ’ 

Mr Pfeffer and the powerful American 
Jewish Congress he represents are determined 
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to use the Supreme Court as a tool to force 
upon this nation not only the perversion of 
our Constitution and the abandonment of 
our spiritual heritage, but also an educational 
blackout of the most vicious and destructive 
kind. Mr. Pfeffer and the American Jewish 
Congress are determined that our children 
shall not even be taught about religion. 

Enforcing ignorance of religion upon our 
children will rob them of civilization. 
Religion has been the most powerful force in 
the influencing of thought, in the molding of 
history, and in the development of all that is 
worthwhile in man’s culture — since the 
dawn of civilization. 

In 1948, Robert H. Jackson, then an asso- 
ciate justice of the Supreme Court, under- 
stated the case when he said : 

"One can hardly respect a system of edu- 
cation which would leave the student wholly 
ignorant of the currents of religious thought 
that move the world society.” (16) 


1 he American Civil Liberties Union has 
worked with the American Jewish Congress 
to lobby through the Supreme Court such 
decisions as the School Segregation Case deci- 
sion of May 17, 1954, and the New York 
Prayer Case decision of June 2 5, 1962. 

On June 26, 1962, Mr. George E. Rund- 
quist, Executive Director of the New York 
Civil Liberties Union, triumphantly predicted 
that the Supreme Court ruling on prayer 
"will open up a whole new series of court 
cases,” which will "rule out any prayers in 
public schools,” "will affect all religious 
instruction in the schools,” and will have "a 
tremendous effect all over the country.” (17) 

On June 26, 1962, Dr. Sterling M. 
McMurrin, United States Commissioner of 
Education, also predicted, with approval, that 
the Supreme Court’s New York Prayer Case 
decision will affect the use of prayers in public 
schools everywhere. <18) 
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A he forces which fought for the New 
York Prayer Case decision on June 2 5 , 1962, 
are planning to use the decision as a club to 
force a total blackout of religion in the 
schools of America — and then to extend the 
dictum of Justice William O. Douglas to 
outlaw any mention of God in any public 
institution. 


Part III 


Some apologists for the Supreme Court, 
who claim to regret the New York Prayer 
Case decision, say that the Court had no 
option: that the Constitution outlaws any 
kind of official prayers in public schools and 
that the Court, therefore, had to hold the way 
it did. 

Next week, by a brief review of pertinent 
constitutional history and of authoritative 
commentary on the Constitution, I will show 
the imbecility of this claim.

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THE JOHN BIRCH SOCIETY 

Robert H. W. Welch, Jr., a retired candy manufacturer who lives at Belmont, Massachusetts, 
_ ~fouirded _ the John- Birch Society at a meeting in Indianapolis on December 9, 1958. • 

Leaders and most members of the Society feel that America is rapidly sinking into socialism 
and that the end result will be total submergence of America in a one-world socialist society 
under control from the Kremlin. 

They feel that our republic could be saved if enough Americans realize what is happening 
and do what they can to influence public opinion and governmental policies toward a re-establish- 
ment of the political system and- ideals which are embodied in the American Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, Constitution, and Bill of Rights. 

The basic unit of The John Birch Society is the local chapter, with ten to twenty members. 
Such chapters exist, or are being organized in all states and communities. Mr. Welch’s announced 
membership aim is one million. Welch issues monthly bulletins to all members, recommending 
reading and study materials, and suggesting action — such as, writing Senators urging them not 
to repeal the Connally Reservation, and so on. 

Welch urges members never to do anything against their own beliefs. He assumes no author- 
ity to order anyone to read the materials and take the actions he suggests. All members join 
volun tarily. The membership agreement reserves to the Society the authority to expel any member 
at any time: the purpose is to keep fools, dupes, and communists from taking over John Birch 
chapters. 

Members take no pledge of secrecy. The John Birch Society never was a secret society in any 
sense, although it did go virtually unnoticed by the press for more than two years — until early, 
1961, when Welch recommended that all Birch Society members work to create public opinion 
that would persuade the House of Representatives to bring impeachment charges against Chief 
Justice Earl Warren. 
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I have no connection, in any way, with the John 
Birch Society (or with any other organization, 
except my church) ; but I was delighted when 
Welch initiated the Warren-impeachment pro- 
ject, because I had been advocating impeachment 
for nearly five years. Issues of my Report were 
among the principal reading material which 
Welch recommended to Birch Society members in 
connection with the impeachment effort. 

The proposal to impeach Warren apparently 
touched a raw nerve. It caused a sudden, nation- 
wide attack on the John Birch Society, remarkably 
similar to the attack of ten years ago on the late 
Senator Joseph McCarthy. 

Here, in abbreviated form, from Welch’s April, 
1961, bulletin to John Birch members, is an ac- 
count of the attack on the Society: 

On February 25, 1961, The People’s World, 
official communist newspaper published in San 
Francisco, attacked the John Birch Society. Time 
magazine attacked on March 10, 1961, using the 
word “cells” in reference to Birch Society chap- 
ters, just as the communist newspaper had done; 
and singling out the same Birch Society Coun- 
cil members that the communists had singled out. 

Within two weeks, more than a hundred news- 
papers throughout the nation ran articles, prac- 
tically all of them inaccurately condemning the 
Society for things it has never done or does not 
believe in. A good many of these so slavishly 
followed the line set down in San Francisco that 
the communist attack can reasonably be called 
the “mother article” for scores of tirades against 
the Society in big metropolitan dailies all over 
the nation. 

Anyone interested in the truth about the John 
Birch Society should send $2.00 to Mr. Welch 
at Belmont, Massachusetts, and ask for the Blue 
Book. Just about any so-called man-on-the-street 
American could make, for himself, a better eval- 
uation of this book, of Robert Welch, and of the 
John Birch Society, than 90% of the United States 
Congressmen, Senators, administrative officials, 
churchmen, newspaper editors, reporters, and 
broadcasters have made. 


In founding the John Birch Society, Robert 
Welch warned that America has already been 
taken so far down the path toward totalitarian 
socialism that if patriots wait much longer be- 
fore making a determined effort to restore our 
free and independent republic, they will find that 
American patriotism has already been outlawed 
and that patriots will then be treated like out- 
laws and subversives. 

Developments in the John Birch Society con- 
troversy point up the significance of this grim 
warning. Officialdom is already treating promi- 
nent patriots like outlaws and subversives. The 
two subsequent articles in this Report - — "Gen- 
eral Walker,” and "Republic Versus Democracy” 
— are illustrative. 

General Walker 

Major General Edwin A. Walker graduated 
from West Point in 1931 and has served with 
distinction in the Army ever since. He has two 
combat decorations and the Legion of Merit for 
outstanding performance of duty in peacetime. 

General Walker was commander of the Ar- 
kansas Military District in 1957, during the Little 
Rock affair. In 1959, he was reassigned to Ger- 
many to command the 24th Infantry Division. 

General Walker is a noted, well-informed 
anti-communist. No other officer ~ in the United 
States Army was more gravely concerned than 
he was about what happened to American boys 
in communist prison camps during the Korean 
war: thousands of Americans brainwashed by the 
communist enemy, because the Americans knew 
practically nothing about the history or ideals 
of their own nation. 

When he went to Germany, General Walker 
initiated a troop-information program, hoping 
that his troops would learn something about 
Americanism: about our traditions and principles 
of freedom; about the threat of communism; about 
the importance of patriotism.

he Christmas card which General Walker 
sent to the men in his division in I 960 is typical 
of the kind of material to which he exposed them. 
The front page of the General’s Christmas greet- 
ing features pictures of the star of Bethlehem, of 
the Holy Bible, and of a soldier in battle dress. 
Messages on the front page relate that in 1941 
the 24th Infantry Division was in God’s hands, 
in Hawaii; in 1950, the 24th Division was in God’s 
hands, fighting in Korea against a more dangerous 
enemy than in 1941. Under the caption, "Christ- 
mas Today” (I960), General Walker said to 
his troops: 

“The 24th Division is still in God’s hands — not 
fighting a shooting war, but fighting the war of 
ideas with those who deal in half-truths and 
lies and distortions .... Standing on the brink 
of the pit of hell which is the communist camp, 
American fighting men . . . rely on God and their 
own strength . . . . ” 

That is the tenor of General Walker’s entire 
Christmas message to his troops. 

On April 9, The Overseas Weekly, in a fea- 
ture editorial, complained that General Walker’s 
troop-information program was a John Birch 
Society project. On April 14, 1961, General 
Walker issued a formal statement saying that this 
program was: 

“ . . . not associated or affiliated with any or- 
ganization or society. It is designed to develop 
the understanding of American military and 
civil heritage, and the tactics and objectives of 
those enemies who would destroy it.” 

Nonetheless, President Kennedy on April 18, 
1961, relieved General Walker from his com- 
mand, on the basis of The Overseas Weekly al- 
legation. 

T he Overseas Weekly (frequently referred 
to by GIs in Europe as "The Oversexed Weekly”), 
is a small, privately-owned, newspaper published 
for American servicemen in Europe. Incorpor- 
ated in the state of Delaware, the newspaper 


lists Marion von Rt^pach as president; Anthony 

Biacone as vice president; Harold Melahn as sec- 
retary-treasurer; and John Dornberg as news 
editor. 

In 1953, Lt. General Charles L. Bolte, then com- 
manding general of the Army in Europe, banned 
The Overseas Weekly as unfit for American 
servicemen. Later, the Army permitted the paper 
on Army newsstands again. 

United States Congressman Dale Alford 
(Democrat, Arkansas) calls The Overseas Week- 
ly a "salacious, overseas pink sheet” -which ha- 
bitually features "half-nude show girls — pic- 
tures of a type most American newspapers would 
decline to print.” 

\ glance at The Overseas Weekly will reveal 
why its managers object to General Walker’s 
emphasis on patriotism and truth. For example, 
the Sunday, April 16, 1961, issue features an 
article praising the movie City Without Pity, star- 
ring Kirk Douglas. The article is headlined "Film 
Recalls Bamberg Rape; Seven GIs attacked Girl, 
15,” and begins: 

“A motion picture based on the sensational 
rape in 1956 of a 15-year-old girl here by seven 
GIs is electrifying German movie-goers. 

“ ‘City Without Pity,’ also scheduled for re- 
lease in English this summer, is too close to fact 
to be fiction and faithfully portrays the head- 
line-making trial of seven Bamberg GIs who 
ranged in age from 18 to 24. 

“Based on a best-selling novel by Munich news- 
paperman Gregor Dorfmueller, the film changes 
just enough of the trial’s outcome to tell viewers 
that ‘all references to persons living or dead is 
purely coincidental’ .... 

“The real-life 15-year-old Bamberg schoolgirl, 
whose name was never published, was raped in a 
woods near here while her 23-year-old German 
male companion was held and forced to look on 
helplessly during the savage attack . . . .” 

In the Kirk Douglas picture, the GI rapists 
(who, The Overseas Weekly claims, 'represent a 
cross section of the U. S.’) were played by white 
actors. The rape of the 15-year-old German school 
girl was committed by seven negro soldiers. 
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soldier stationed in Germany, wrote us a 
letter, stating in part: 

“Most all sex crimes committed here in Ger- 
many are by Negroes yet .... (their) race is 
never mentioned in The Overseas Weekly, or 
Stars and Stripes .... 

“The Overseas Weekly and Stars and Stripes 
are very slanted and their propaganda, of course, 
is to brain wash military personnel. These two 
brain washing papers want to keep the brain 
washing rights to themselves . . . .” 

I wish 100 million Americans would let Presi- 
dent Kennedy and the Secretary of Defense know 
how they feel about this sacking of an important 
American general — especially since it was done 
at the instigation of a smutty, little, semi-literate 
leftwing rag called a newspaper. 

Republic Versus Democracy 

Un May 14, 1787, an extraordinary group of 
men assembled in convention at Philadelphia. 
When they adjourned on September 17, 1787, 
they had written the greatest political document 
ever struck off by the hand of man — the Con- 
stitution of the United States. 

What form of government was created by the 
marvelous Constitution written at Philadelphia 
in the spring and summer of 1787? According 
to the men who were there, it was a republic. It 
was most decidedly, and for most deliberate rea- 
sons, not a democracy. 

One of the most intelligent and learned men 
at the Philadelphia convention was James Madi- 
son, delegate from Virginia, who became the prin- 
cipal author of the Constitution and later became 
the fourth President of the United States. 

As soon as the convention adjourned in Sep- 
tember, 1787, Madison joined with John Jay 
and Alexander Hamilton to write The Federal- 
ist Papers, a series of 85 articles published in the 
New York press beginning October 27, 1787, for 
the purpose of explaining the Constitution and 
persuading the people of New York to ratify it. 



In Paper Number 10 of The Federalist Papers, 
Madison stated the general attitude of the Found- 
ing Fathers toward a democracy and a republic. 

A wise and beautifully educated man, Madison 
was a realist about human beings. He knew, and 
said: "Enlightened men will not always be at the 
helm” of government to serve as "proper guard- 
ians of the public weal.” 

Anticipating the arguments which Thomas Jef- 
ferson used in the Kentucky Resolutions years 
later, Madison knew that men cannot be trusted 
with political power. People who value liberty 
will not talk about electing "good men” and then 
"trusting” them to manage public affairs properly 
— but will seek to bind their governmental- offi- 
cials down from mischief with the chains of a con- 
stitution. 

How? Can political power be safely entrusted 
to a majority of an elected Congress? Madison 
thought not, because he knew that a majority of 
a group of individuals is more likely to be tyran- 
nical — less likely to act unselfishly in the public 
interest — than one individual is. Madison said: 

“. . . the majority . . . must be rendered . . . 
unable to concert, and carry into effect, schemes 
of oppression . . . (because) we well know that 
neither moral nor religious motives can be re- 
lied on as an adequate control. They are not 
found to be such on the injustice and violence 
of individuals, and lose their efficacy in pro- 
portion to the number combined together . . . .” 

Madison knew there would be' times when the 
national Congress would be under the control 
of a "faction” — a majority of men who would 
"sacrifice . . . both the public good and the 
rights” of other citizens "to their own selfish in- 
terests or ruling passions.” 

Madison said: 

“A pure democracy, by which I mean a society 
consisting of a small number of citizens, who as- 
semble and administer the government in per- 
son, can admit of no cure for the mischiefs of 
faction. A common passion or interest will . . . 
be felt by a majority of the whole .... and there 
is nothing to check the inducements to sacri- 
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fice the weaker party or an obno^us individual. 

“Hence . . . such democracies have ever been 
. . . incompatible with personal security or the 
rights of property .... 

“A republic, by which I mean a government 
in which the scheme of representation takes 
place, opens a different prospect, and promises 
the cure for which we are seeking .... 

“The two points of difference between a de- 
mocracy and a republic are: first, the delegation 
of the government (in a republic) ... to a small 
number of citizens, and greater sphere of country, 
over which (a republic) . . . may be extended. 

“The effect ... is ... to refine and enlarge the 
public views, by passing them through the me- 
dium of a chosen body of citizens .... 

“It may * well'' Happen "that the public voice, 
pronounced by the representatives of the people, 
will be more consonant to the public good than 
if pronounced by the people themselves .... 

“On the other hand, the effect may be in- 
verted. Men ... of sinister designs, may, . . . obtain 
the suffrages, and then betray the interests, of 
the people.” 

Madison concluded that the republic, to be 
created by the American Constitution, would give 
the best, protection against all dangers. It would 
avoid iJie .mob rule of democracy by prescribing 
represeiitaiive government. It would avoid, in the 
federal: government, many pressures of local in- 
terest and passion, because of its size: the repre- 
sentatives, legislating for a vast federal republic, 
would be less influenced by petty, local hatreds. 
It would give maximum protection against tyran- 
nical control by a factious majority in the federal 
government, because the Constitution carefully 
balanced, and distributed political power, be- 
tween the federal and state governments. 

On May 23, 1793, Thomas Jefferson (author, 
in 1776, of The American Declaration of Inde- 
pendence) had a conference (as America’s first 
Secretary of State) with President George Wash- 
ington. 

The President commented on a communication 
which his staff had prepared for his signature. 
The communication was addressed to the revolu- 




tionary government of France. It the 

United States as our republic. Here, in Jefferson’s 
words, is President Washington’s comment: 

“He (Washington) said that certainly ours 
was a republican government .... that if any 
body wanted to change its form into a monarchy, 
he was sure it was only a few individuals, and 
that no man in the -United States would set his 
face against it more than himself; but that this 
was not what he was afraid of; his fears were 
from another quarter; that there was more dan- 
ger of anarchy being introduced.” 

Jefferson was using, and paraphrasing Wash- 
ington as using, anarchy as synonymous with de- 
mocracy — the thing all the Founding Fathers 
“feared” muefi more than they feared monarchy. 
Their fear of democracy arose from their knowl- 
edge of the history of the tyranny and chaos of 
mob rule which had prevailed in the democracies 
of ancient Greece. In the period between the close 
of the American war for independence and the 
writing of the Constitution, there were several 
local insurrections and rebellions which intensi- 
fied the Founding Fathers’ dread of mob rule. 
Later, during the administrations of George 
Washington, the horrible example of "demo- 
cracy” in France was a grim warning to the great 
patriots of America. 

In revolutionary France, which was calling it- 
self a ’republic,’ unrestricted majority rule pre- 
vailed. Whoever held the reins of power for a 
moment, guillotined or otherwise murdered those 
who stood in his way — on the accusation that 
they were enemies of "equality and fraternity.” 

It was the gruesome spectacle of "democracy” 
in France which was troubling Washington when 
he had that conference with Jefferson on May 
23, 1793. He did not like the implication that 
our republic in America was like the anarchy, or 
democracy, that was called a ’republic’ in France. 

On July 16, 1814, John Adams (who had served 
as the second President of the United States) in a 
private letter to Thomas Jefferson (who had served 
as the third President), commented on "the hor- 
rors we have experienced for the last forty years.” 
He meant, chiefly, the horrors of mobocracy in 
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revolutionary France and thVconsequent rise of 
the tyrant Napoleon. Adams'^ said he believed 
such horrors would, 

“• • • ultimately terminate in the advancement 
of civil and religious liberty .... Our hopes, 
however, of sudden tranquility, ought not to be 
too sanguine .... Despotism will still struggle 
for domination; monarchy will still study to 
rival nobility in popularity; aristocracy will con- 
tinue to envy all above it, and despise and op- 
press all below it; democracy will envy all, con- 
tend with all, endeavor to pull down all; and 
when by chance it happens to get the upper hand 
for a short time, it will be revengeful, bloody, 
and cruel. These and other elements of fanati- 
cism and anarchy, will yet, for a long time, con- 
tinue a fermentation . . . .” 

Even Jefferson — less fearful of the "mob rule” 
of democracy than other leading Founding Fathers 
— habitually referred to America as "our re- 
public.” 

Our Constitution pledges the United States 
to "guarantee to every state in this union a re- 
publican form of government” (Article 4, Section 
4) . Democracy is mentioned nowhere in the Con- 
stitution. 

In a real "representative democracy,” the 
people, periodically, by majority vote at the polls, 
select their rulers; and the rulers then have ab- 
solute power to use the people and their prop- 
erty in whatever way the rulers decide, because 
the rulers are doing it for the greatest good of 
the greatest number of people. Anyone who criti- 
cizes what the rulers are doing is an enemy of 
society, because the rulers, after all, got a majority 
vote by promising to do these things. In a democ- 
racy, standing against the majority is a black sin. 

The only basic difference between a democ- 
racy and a dictatorship of the proletariat is that 
rulers in a democracy really can be voted out of 
office periodically. 

In our old American republic, the people did 
not elect a set of rulers and then turn them loose 
with absolute power to do whatever they said was 
good for the nation. The people had a Consti- 


tution which ^effectively limited the power and 
functions of the central government that no last- 
ing harm could be done even if the people did 
now and then elect evil men to high political 
office. 

In short, there is not, anywhere on earth, an 
honest and well-informed person who will ser- 
iously contend that the American Founding 
Fathers created a democracy — or who will deny 
that they created a republic. The easiest proof 
of this can be found in the American pledge of 
allegiance: 

“I pledge allegiance to the flag and to the 
Republic for which it stands.” 

A clear understanding of language is essen- 
tial to clarity of thought. The loose, widespread 
contemporary usage of the word democracy, in 
reference to the American form of government, 
is sinister and dangerous. Practically every nation 
on earth — including the Soviet Union and com- 
munist China — claims to be a democracy. The 
long-range effect of this subversion of language 
is to make the general American public think that 
there is no essential difference between our form 
of government and that of other nations — and 
that we are better off merely because we have 
freer elections and "better” rulers. 

Nothing could be more important in the world- 
wide struggle of our time than for Americans to 
know about the Christian origins and the full 
political meaning of the republic which they in- 
herited from their forefathers. 

Robert Welch, who knows all of this, is a well- 
informed American patriot. He knows that one 
simple way to start the American people toward 
re-education in the principles of their own politi- 
cal system is to call it by its right name: A re- 
public. Hence, in November, I960 (after the 
election), Mr. Welch recommended that members 
of the John Birch Society use whatever means 
available to create the public habit of calling 
America a republic. He suggested a slogan: "This 
is a republic, not a democracy. Let’s keep it that 
way.” 
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That was intended as a thought-starter — to 
start Americans searching for the meanings of the 
words. If they searched honestly and sufficiently, 
their search would lead them to a fuller under- 
standing of America — of its ideals, and history. 

Many John Birch members followed the sug- 
gestion because they thought it sensible and im- 
portant. 

Mr. A. G. Heinsohn, Jr., President of the 
Cherokee Textile Mills, Sevierville, Tennessee, is 
a member of the Council of the John Birch So- 
ciety. 

Like most other businessmen who handle much 
mail, Mr. Heinsohn uses a postage meter machine, 
and, like most others, he had to buy the equip- 
ment and rent the postal meter from the Pitney- 
Bowes, Inc., Stamford, Connecticut, because the 
United States Post Office Department has given 
Pitney-Bowes a virtual monopoly on the postage 
meter machine business. 

On February 14, 1961, Mr. Heinsohn bought 
(from Pitney-Bowes) a postmark advertisement 
die which prints, on all metered mail of the 
Cherokee Textile Mills, the John Birch Society 
slogan: "This is a republic, not a democracy. Let’s 
keep it that way.’’ 

On April 21, 1961, a reporter from the left- 
wing New York Post called Mr. Heinsohn to 
ask for his comment about the announcement 
that Pitney-Bowes was going to .take .his adver- 
tising die away from him because of his 'Re- 
public versus Democracy’ slogan. That was the 
first Mr. Heinsohn had heard of the matter. But 
a letter was already in the mail to him, written 
in the Knoxville, Tennessee, branch office of Pit- 
ney-Bowes on April 21, 1961, saying: 

“Recently, we made for you a Postmark Ad- 
vertisement reading: 

THIS IS A REPUBLIC 
NOT A DEMOCRACY - 
LET’S KEEP IT THAT WAY 

Cherokee Textile Mills 

“Since delivering this to you, the slogan has 
become strongly identified with a controversial 


y 

and partisan political issue, and it is apparent we 
made a mistake in permitting this slogan to be 
made. 

“Our policy is that we can permit no such 
postmark ad plate to be used on our meters. 
Under postal regulations, postage meter slogans 
must not be objectionable. This one, because it 
is associated with a partisan political issue, is 
objectionable, and must be returned to us. 

“I am asking our service manager, Mr. Rich- 
ard B. Schmidt, to pick up the objectionable 
postmark ad plate, and to convey our sincere 
regrets for the inconvenience we may have caused 
you in this matter. We will be happy to re-im- 
burse you for the cost of this plate, or to replace 
it with an acceptable slogan. 

“We appreciate very much your co-operation.” 

Mr. Heinsohn refused to cooperate. 

Here are pertinent excerpts of a story printed 
by the New York Post on April 23, 1961, under 
the headline, "P.O. Seeking to Bar Birch Slogan 
on Mail.” 

“The Post Office Dept, has taken steps to halt 
the use of a John Birch Society slogan as ‘ad- 
vertising’ on metered mail .... 

“Since last fall this slogan has been appearing 
on metered mail sent by firms in states as widely 
separated as Tennessee, California and Penn- 
sylvania: ‘This is a republic, not a democracy — 
Let’s keep it that way!’ 

“This is one of the rallying cries of Robert 
Welch, founder of the extremist, right-wing so- 
ciety. Pitney-Bowes, Inc., the largest postage 
meter firm in the nation, identified Welch as 
one of the users of the slogan on his mail. 

“Pitney-Bowes owns and leases some 300,000 
mailing meters to private firms and groups 
throughout the nation. The Post Office Dept, 
permits use of an advertising message along- 
side the metered ‘stamp,’ but requires that the 
message be monitored by the company that owns 
the machine. 

“According to a Post Office spokesman, the 
department ‘cannot delve into censorship of the 
message to be carried, but there is a regulation 
which includes the statement that slogans must 
not be objectionable and misleading. 

“ ‘Because a great many people may consider 
the association of the slogan with the Birch so- 
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ciety as being objectionable, W have asked the 
particular company to reconsider.’ 

“The Post Office reported that Pitney-Bowes 
has decided to halt the use of all plates carrying 
the Birch slogan: 

“ ‘In the future we will, on an informal basis, 
ask them to submit to us what might be con- 
sidered controversial material. We do not have 
that legal right now,’ said the Post Office spokes- 
man. 

“In Stamford, Connecticut, James Turrentine, 
an official of Pitney-Bowes, said: 

“ ‘When we received the orders for these plates 

last fall there was no indication that this slogan 
involved anything such as a controversy.’ 

“He pointed out that at -that time the society 
was ‘indeed secret’ and had been given little 
or no publicity. 

“ ‘There is no clear cut definition as to a dif- 
ference between a republic and a democracy,’ 
he added. ‘In fact, some dictionaries define a re- 
public as a democracy. It seemed rather mean- 
ingless.’ ” 

On April 24, 1961, Pitney-Bowes, Inc., wrote 
another letter to Mr. Heinsohn’s Cherokee Tex- 
tile Mills: 

“We have informed you that there is a con- 
troversial and political issue identified with the 
ad plate reading: 

THIS IS A REPUBLIC 
NOT A DEMOCRACY - 
LET’S KEEP IT THAT WAY’ 

sold to you for use with your postage meter. It 
was not understood by us to be so at that time. 
We have offered you a refund in full for the 
return of the plate. You have refused. Inasmuch 
as this plate is now unauthorized by us, your 
continued use of it constitutes a breach of meter 
rental contract with us, which includes, among 
other things agreed to ‘to employ no special at- 
tachments, printing plates or other devices un- 
less approved by the Company.’ 

“Our representative delivering this letter to 
you has, therefore, been instructed to repossess 
our meter and remove it from your premises, 
leaving the plate which we mistakenly sold you 
in your possession. He will check the meter out 
of service at the Post Office. You will receive a 
refund of unused postage remaining in the meter 
from the Post € Mice. We will refund any rental 


* 

which has been prepaid. 

“We regret exceedingly that this action is 
necessary, but we cannot permit the use on our 
meter of any plates carrying editorial, political 
or ideological messages of a controversial na- 
ture. These postmark ads can be confused in 
the public’s mind as having been approved or 
endorsed by the government, because of the gov- 
ernment’s own use from time to time of editorial 
messages in its cancellation postmark. 

“We shall be only too glad to return your 
meter to you promptly, or leave it with you for 
that matter, if you will return the plate in ques- 
tion to us and accept our refund.” 

On April 25, 1961, Mr. Heinsohn wrote Pitney- 
Bowes, saying: 

“. . . You claim a right to cancel a contract 
because you have changed your opinion as to a 
slogan which goes all the way back to the be- 
ginning of our republic .... 

“We take it that you do not challenge the 
truth of the statement that we live in a republic, 
not a democracy — for that is true both his- 
torically and factually. If you do challenge the 
statement and declare it to be false, we would be 
interested in any documentation of your posi- 
tion .... 

“Since the plate itself was manufactured by 
you, no protection of machinery is involved. The 
only question is whether or not you hold a right 
of censorship which enables you to cancel a con- 
tract if you do not approve, or change your mind, 
about a slogan .... 

“May we ask what makes the slogan controver- 
sial? Who determines that question? Is a true 
slogan controversial because of its use or its 
truth? Or because some who would destroy the 
truth find it objectionable? 

“It would be of interest, I am sure, to know 
who in your organization desire to change our 
form of government, as of course they have a 
ful’i right to do by all peaceful means — but it is 
of interest to know the names of those who do 
not believe our republic is worth fighting for.” 

Mr. Heinsohn says Pitney-Bowes will have to 
get a court order before he will surrender the slo- 
gan die, or the rental meter.

“Everytime a 
crucial decision has been made on 
stopping Communist aggression 
by UN peace-keeping forces, a 
Communist has always vetoed 
such action,” Rousselot comment- 
ed.

He said the UN refused aid to

Following his short speech, 
Rousselot opened the floor to 
questions from the audience.

Taking a slap at the John Birch 
Society and its publicity director 
John Rousselot, Dr. Edwin C. 
Hoyt yesterday accused the or- 
ganization of using the “big lie” 
in its arguments against the 
United Nations. 

Dr. Hoyt, head of UNM’s gov- 
ernment department, said “They 
the Birchers) think it is moral 
to do so because they are fight-, 
ing the Communists with the 1 
Communists” own methods, and, 
like the Communists, they think 
moral ends justify immoral 
means.” 

Hoyt’s remarks were made in 1 
a speech yesterday in the Union 
where he represented the United 
Nations Association, not, as he 
made clear, “faculty opinion, or] 
as a representative of the Uni-' 
versity.” 

Answers Rousselot 

Hoyt said he had not planned 
to answer Rousselot’s specific 
charges but that Rousselot’s tech- 
niques dictated that' he do so. As 
an illustration, Hoyt said Rous- 
selot’s charges that 33 per cent 
of the employes of the UN come 
from Communist countries were 
completely false. Hoyt said a prin- 
ciple of geographical distribution 
is supposed to apply, but that' 
the Secretary-General has never 
been able to fill the Soviet quota. 

' “The Secretary-General reported 
in 1961 that out of 202 posts open 
to Soviet citizen*; only 47 had 
been filled,” Hoyt said. 


“Rousselot, r-rd Alger Hiss 
became the Acting Secretary- 
General of the UN, and hired key 
people. This is untrue. The Act- 
ing Secretary-General of the 
UN, in the brief period before the 
election of Trygve Lie, was Glad- 
wyn Jebb, of Great Britain,” 
Hoyt continued. 

No Such Committee 

Concerning Rousselqt’s refer-' 
enee to a 16-man State Depart- 
ment committee set up during 
World War II to -plan the UN,' 
Hoyt said he had resourced, the 
material Rousselot gave as re-j 
. ferences and found no mention] 
at all of 8 of the 16 names. “I 
naively assumed that I would i 
find some sort of a committee! 
mentioned that had these names, 
on it. I am sure many of you had 
the same impression. You sus- 
pected it was inaccurate, but you 
thought he couldn’t cite facts' 
like this and name the official 
publication it came- from unless 
there was something in it. But 
those of us who thought that we 
were forgetting the nature of 
the John Birch Society.

“I was a prisoner of t h e 
Russians for 9% years,” said 
John Noble last night at Al- 
buquerque High School. ‘‘If 
we’d had a Teddy Roosevelt 
in office they wouldn’t dared 
have kept me 9% hours!” 
Mr. Noble, of Chicago, 
spoke before a crowd of sev- 
eral hundred at a meeting 
sponsored by the John Birch 
Society. He is the' author of 
“I Was A Slave in Russia” 
and “I Found God in Russia.” 
Noble claims there were 
5,000 Americans in Soviet

In 1955 Noble was re- 
leased from the Soviet prison 
at the special request of then 
President Eisenhower. 

Noble sard the Russians do 
ho t want war. He said they 
have learned they can con- 
quer faster through peaceful 
means. Talking about Mos- 
cow, ha said that city claims 
•to have made great advances 
in the past years. He said the 
number of gas stations there 
has •increased 50 per cent — 
from five stations to seven. 

The He'ds are not turning 
pink, Noble warned. He said 
the Russians do not arrest 
criminals. He said they put 
them in public office. 

Talking about the Russian 
people. he said, “I would say 
that 99 per cent of the Rus- 
aiaii: 'people are anti-Commur 
nist. And 90 per cent of the 
p e q p 1 e in Red China are 
acri-Oo m m u n i s t . You ask why 
those people don’t rise up 
and overthrow the govern- 
ment? There are fewer guards 
in a prison than there are 
prisoners.

Noble said Russians did not 
believe in God and that man’s 
relationship and dependency 
on other men was the first 
step to a dictatorship.

A former slave laborer in a 
Russian coal mine will speak 
on the dangers of Communism 
at 8 tonight at Albuquerque 
High School.

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What Is The John Birch Society? 


The Truth May Surprise You! 


This week we are celebrating our sev- 
enth anniversary. We are glad to take the 
occasion therefore, to give as much of an 
answer to the above question as space will 
permit, for those who really want to know. 
So — 

I. Let’s Start At The Beginning 

The John Birch Society was founded in 
Indianapolis, on December 9, 1958. It was 
chartered under the General Laws of Mas- 
sachusetts as a non-profit educational 
organization. We have lived up meticu- 
lously to those specifications (including 
not making any profit!) for seven years. 

During these seven years we have 
sought to bring into The John Birch Soci- 
ety only men and women of good character, 
humane consciences, and religious ideals. 
For we are striving to set an example, by 
dedication, integrity, and purpose — in word 
and deed — which our children’s children 
may follow without hesitation. 

Members of the Society are of all races, 
colors, and creeds. We are of all social, 
economic, and educational levels. We are 
individualists who disagree among our- 
selves about many things. But we are 
firmly united in devotion to those beliefs, 
principles, and purposes which we do hold 
in common. For we have voluntarily joined 
together: 

(1) To combat more effectively the evil 
forces which now threaten our freedom, 
our lives, our country, and our civilization ; 

(2) To prevail upon our fellow citizens 
to start pulling out of the deepening 
morass of collectivism, and then climb up 
the mountain to higher levels of individual 
freedom and responsibility than man has 
ever achieved before; 

(3) To restore, with brighter lustre and 
deeper conviction, the faith-inspired moral- 
ity the spiritual sense of values, and the 
ennobling aspirations, on whicfi our west- 
ern civilization has been built. The long- 
range objective of the Society has been 
summarized as less government, more re- 
sponsibility, and a better world. 

n. So We Collide With 

These purposes bring us immediately 
into conflict with the Communists, on two 
levels. For on the ideological plane the 
Communists seek always and everywhere 
to bring about more government, less in- 
dividual responsibility, and an amoral 
world. And on the plane of action, until 
the Communists can be stopped from com- 
pleting their subjugation of the whole 
world, there will be no opportunity for us 
to move forward at all towards our perma- 
nent goals. ' 

We have undertaken, therefore, to nlav a 
leading role in slowing down, stopping, 
and eventually routing the Communist 
conspiracy. We realize that the one thing 
no conspiracy can withstand is the light 
of day on its activities. The only danger 
to their gigantic conspiracy which the 
Communists fear is exposure. For this rea- 
son, we do all that we can to bring to our 
fellow citizens more knowledge and a bet- 
ter understanding of the methods, the 
progress, and the menace of the Com- 
. munist machine. In this undertaking we 
have become a new form of opposition to 
the Communists which they have never 
faced before in any of the vast areas they 
have already taken over. 

So the Communists, grasping this fact 
very early, set out in 1961 to destroy us. 
The most official Communist publication 
in the United States is The Worker, in 
..which the line is laid down for the faith- 
ful. During the last six months of 1961 
there was, we believe, only one issue of this 
weekly paper which did not contain an 
attack somewhere in its pages on The 
John Birch Society ; and a number of issues 
contained as many as six or seven separate 
attacks on us at that many different 
places. The Comsymps got the point, and 
have been carrying out the indicated pro- 
gram with-increasing furor ever since. 

Of course the Communists follow Lenin’s 
basic strategy of advancing Communism 
by non-Communist hands. They could 
never impose the tyrannical rule of some 
three percent of a population over the 
whole population — which they repeatedly 
do in one country after another — unless 
they could inveigle enough non-Commu- 
nists and even anti-Communists among 
that other ninety-seven percent into doing 
their dirty work for them. Deceptively 
appealing, for instance, to every motiva- 
tion in human character, from sordid self- 
ishness to “practical politics” to mis- ' 
guided idealism, they have gradually be- 
guiled a lot of very good Americans into 
joining the attack on us. Until the malign- 
ing of The John Birch Society has now 
probably exceeded, in intensiveness and 


extensiveness, that faced by any other 
organization in all American history. And 
in general our defamers do not even try 
to refute the facts on which we focus 
attention. They merely call us names for 
bringing these facts to light. 

III. And Stir Up The Politicians 

The John Birch Society is in no sense a 
political organization. We try to give our 
members information, understanding, and 
— we hope — even inspiration, which will 
make them better citizens. As good citizens 
they may take an active part in politics. 
But each member does so entirely on his 
own, working in the party of his choice, 
for the candidate of his choice, exactly 
as do members of the American Legion 
or of the Knights of Columbus or of the 
Rotary Club or a baptist Church. 

For we regard education as the means, 
and political action as only the mechanics, 
for bringing about improvements in gov- 
ernment. The mechanics will automatically 
be used when sufficient education has 
prepared the way. We mean it quite liter- 
ally, therefore, when we say that education 
is our total strategy, and truth is our only 
weapon. Or, as made clear throughout the 
Blue Book and emphasized on its last page, 
our gigantic task is simply to create under- 
standing. 

Members of The John Birch Society, 
however, are extremely hard working, 
highly respected in their local communi- 
ties, and always earnestly determined on 
behalf of any cause or candidate that they 
support. When circumstances bring any 
appreciable number together behind any 
particular candidate, their weight is out 
of all proportion to their numbers. And 
that weight is usually felt, of course, on 
the side of the Conservatives — of either 
party. So the Liberals of both parties 
naturally raise all the clamor they can 
against Birchers in politics. As the stran- 
glehold of the Liberals on both parties 
now steadily increases, even Conservative 
politicians feel unceasing pressures to 
“improve their images” by joining the 
chorus of attack on The John Birch Soci- 

. ..w of them indeed* er 

realized' the extent to tvlwch •they were 
running interference for the Communists. 

A related part of the mammoth and 
many-faceted campaign which the Com- 
munists have now generated against us 
is the deliberate and widespread attempt 
to associate The John Birch Society in the 
public mind with the Communist Party, 
the Ku Klux Klan, and other so-called 
“extremists of the left and of the right.” 
Our approach to the problems of today 
is so different from the viewpoint of the 
Klans that we have never knowingly ad- 
mitted- a member of any Klan into the 
Society. We estimate that about forty 
percent of our total membership is Cath- 
olic. Many of our finest Chapter Leaders 
are Jewish. And we are very proud of our 
small but growing number of Negro mem- 
bers, who are working so hard — and so 
courageously — with us to show our fellow 
citizens, both white and colored, how the 
Negroes are being used today by the Com- 
munists to serve Communist purposes. 

So we have no similarity or sympathy 
whatsoever with the Klans. While the so- 
called American Nazi Party, according to 
J. Edgar Hoover, has less than one hundred 
members. And it is visibly given immense 
publicity by some media for the very 
purpose of using it, by utterly false asso- 
ciation, to discredit The John Birch Soci- 
ety. 

Nor is this campaign intended to serve 
simply the purpose of a vague and general 
discrediting of the Society; or of merely 
discouraging our members and prospective 
members. There are plotters behind it who 
are obviously working towards a more 
specific goal. They wish to establish in 
the public mind, and then to formalize the 
concept that since the Communists and Ku 
Kluxers and John Birchers are all “just 
alike,” and since the Communists and Ku 
Kluxers are visibly “subversive,” then The- 
John Birch Society is “subversive” too. We 
believe it is to this end, at least in part, 
that so many high ranking politicians have 
been seduced into speaking out against 
us. 

IV. What Have We Accomplished? 

We have established a nationwide edu- 
cational army. It has a fully paid field 
staff. This army is fighting with facts as 
its only weapons. And the whole army 
knows that to be better informed is to be 
better armed. 

For help towards informing ourselves 
first, and then others, we established a 
publishing division. It is now turning out 
books and pamphlets with a retail value 
of about four million dollars per year. We 


also serve as very sizable distributors of 
the Conservative books and reprints of 
approximately one hundred other pub- 
lishers. And our members now operate 
some 350 “reading rooms that sell books,” 
scattered throughout the country — most 
of them under the name of American 
Opinion Libraries. 

We have certainly helped to re-awaken, 
restore, and strengthen, in tens of thou- 
sands of Americans, the three great basic 
human loyalties: Loyalty to God, loyalty 
to country, and loyalty to family. The 
Communists know that they simply must 
destroy all three of these foundations of 
our civilization. For they can never rule 
“peacefully”-— that is, without constant 
resistance — in any place or at any time 
where there is loyalty to anything except 
to the Communist state. 

We were the first organization in the 
United States to start calling widespread 
attention to the world-wide Communist 
plot to discredit, demoralize, and destroy 
local police forces. Our members have dis- 
tributed in leaflet form literally millions of 
our messages explaining what the Commu- 
nists were doing in this area, and why. As 
a result, our Support Your Local Police 
drive has now won tremendous backing 
from patriotic citizens everywhere. 

We are engaged in an entirely proper 
and constitutional movement to bring 
about the impeachment of the Chief Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court. As only one 
result of our educational efforts in support 
of that movement, we have awakened 
hundreds of thousands of our fellow citi- 
zens to the vital differences between a 
republic and a democracy. Many of them 
have come to realize the lengths to which 
our Founding Fathers went in order to 
give us a republic (not a democracy) — if 
we could keep it! And a growing number 
now understand how important it is to the 
Communists to convert this republic into a 
democracy as rapidly as they can. 

Through the distribution by our mem- 
bers of huge quantities of books and 
pamphlets, we have brought a sizable and 
increasing fraction of the American people 
to recognize the high degree of Commu- 
nist pMnnh*g,infl«d»ee>.eontroh and pur- 
poses involved in the “civil rights” move- 
ment. Our increasing ability to get able, 
informed, and patriotic Negroes to join 
us in this effort, especially through con- 
tinuous and widespread speaking engage- 
ments, has been an important part of this 
service to our country. 

We have helped mightily to offset the 
emotional and extravagant tendencies of 
the prejudiced and the poorly informed to 
blame Communism on any one group or 
race or organization. The historical facts 
clearly reveal that the international Com- 
munist conspiracy reaches through every 
conceivable body it can utilize in any way 
to promote its ends. And we have insisted 
from the beginning that we are fighting 
the Communists — and nobody else. 

The Factfinding Subcommittee of the 
California Senate ended the twenty-five 
thousand word report of its two-year in- 
vestigation with these paragraphs: 

“We believe that the reason the John 
Birch Society has attracted so many mem- 
bers is that it simply appeared to them to 
be the most effective, indeed the only, 
organization through which they could 
join in a national movement to learn the 
truth about the Communist menace and 
then take some positive concerted action 
to prevent its spread. 

“Our investigation and study was re- 
quested by the society, which had been 
publicly charged with being a secret, fas- 
cist, subversive, un-American, anti-Semitic 
organization. We have not found any of 
these accusations to be supported by the 
evidence.” 

What we have accomplished, above all 
else, is to keep The John Birch Society 
alive and growing, as a rallying point for 
the increasing number of informed and 
patriotic anti-Communists. Our. _members_ 
have achieved this result, through stag- 
gering labor and sacrifice, despite unceas- 
ing harassments, and distortions of their 
actions, and pressures amounting in many 
instances to serious persecution. And we 
intend to keep on growing. For we believe 
the incredibly vicious and massive attacks 
on the Society have been due, in any final 
analysis, not to our mistakes and our fail- 
ures, but to our successes and our progress. 

Y. Which Do You Choose? 

We cannot give you here the full basis 
for that choice. But let’s put down a few 
point by point comparisons of the Society 
with its Communist enemies. 

(1) The Communists seek unlimited 
power for themselves, over the whole 


human race. The John Birch Society does 
not want any power at all over anybody, 
either now or in the future. Agreeing witty. 
Lc*«d Acton that “power tends to corrupt 
absolute power corrupts absolutely,” thty 
Society seeks to make progress toward^ 
its goals only by education and persuasion 

(2) The Communists believe that any) 
means may be used to attain their ends 
The Society believes that improper means! 
are never justified by even the noblest of 
aims, and that means are as important as) 
ends in any worthwhile civilization. 

(3) The Communists always accuse their 
enemies — such as The John Birch Society 
— of exactly those crimes which the Com 
munists themselves are committing. We 
do not bear false witness against anybody, 
about anything. 

(4) The Communists believe that words 
should be used to conceal thoughts, and 
that promises are made to be broken. The 
John Birch Society believes that simple 
truth is the very core of morality; and 
that when we can persuade enough people 
to make truth the prerequisite to all state- 
ments and the accepted guide to all action, 
at least half of the world’s problems will 
rapidly disappear. 

(5) The Communists operate in secrecy 
and darkness. We follow the preponderant 
custom, among all American voluntary 
associations, of not publishing the list of 
our members. With that exception, The 
John Birch Society has absolutely no 
secrets of any kind. 

(6) The Communists seek to break 
down all morality, all tradition, and to 
destroy the whole spiritual and esthetic 
sense of values which we have inherited. 
The Society believes' that a reverent con- 
tinuity in human affairs is of extreme 
importance; and that even the most desir- 
able change should be made cautiously, 
in order to be sure that it constitutes 
improvement 

(7) The Communists believe that man 
is just a material combination of atoms, 
with no other purpose than satisfaction 
of the desires of the physical entity thus 
assembled. The John Birch Society believes 
that a Divine Creator has endowed man 
with a purpose and an “upward reach” 
which are far superior to, and frequently 
prompt a willing sacrifice of, the desires 
and needs of the individual himself. 

(8) The Communists — Lenin, Lunachar- 
sky, and many other leaders — openly 
preach that “men must learn to hate,” and 
that only through spreading sufficient 
hatred can the Communists succeed in 
ruling the world. The John Birch Society 
hates nobody, not even the Communists, 
but only the evil which they do. The Soci- 
ety believes that love for one’s neighbor 
and good will towards all men should be a 
fundamental motivation in all human 
relationships. 


The Communists also pretend to believe 
— and some of them undoubtedly do believe 
—that Communism is “the wave of the 
future.” We believe, instead, that the whole 
world is now tired of so much strife and 
bestiality, treason and immorality, cruelty 
and confusion, blasphemy and destructive- 
ness, bitterness and fear, doubt and de- 
spair that always go hand in hand with 
Communism. We believe that mankind 
may be about ready to arise, shake off this 
Communist tyranny and terror, and move 
forward again towards a more enlight- 
ened and humane existence. We are doing 
everything in our power, by all honorable 
means, to create the understanding that 
will produce this result. 

If you have what it takes, in character 
and courage, then by all means join us now 
in our epic undertaking. With the added 
effort of people like yourself, and with 
God’s help— when and because we have 
deserved it — we shall break up this im- 
mense criminal conspiracy, and return a | 
world gone crazy to sanity once again.

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Libel to Bircher 
iGets Under Way 


ALAMOGORDO m — The 
jury trying a libel suit against 
an alleged John Birch Society 
section leader was told 
Wednesday that a small news- 
paper in the El Paso area 
could be hurt by letters ask- 
ing advertisers to withdraw 
support. 

The oprinion was given by 
Prof. John Middagh, head of 
the Dept, of Journalism at 
Texas Western College, El 
Paso. 

The , suit, requesting $1.8' 
million in damages, was filed 
by editor William McGaw of 
“The Southwesterner” against 
A. A. Webster Jr. of Alamo- 
gordo, a furniture dealer. 

Letter Triggers Suit 

Attorneys for Webster have 
stipulated that Webster is a 
section leader of the John 
Birch Society and that he 
wrote q letter which apparent- 
ly led to the suit being filed. 

The letter, written under 
the name Patrick J. Hale, al- 
legedly followed an August 
1963 editorial in--“The South- 
westerner” against the John 
I Birch Society. 

Three of the plaintiff’s list 
of 18 witnesses testified prior 
to adjournment for the day. 
Testimony is to resume to- 
day. 

Middagh testified that Mc- 
Gaw and “The Southwester- 
ner” were held in good re- 
pute in journalistic circles in 
the El Paso area and said 
the newspaper is classed as 
a historical journal. 

Sees Harm 

When asked if he felt a let- 
ter of the type allegedly sent 
to the advertisers could be I 
harmful to the paper, he said 
he believed it could because 
he considers the El Paso area 
conservative. 


He also said h e had con- 
ducted studies of noth com- 
munism and the John Birch 
Society and said he doesn’t 
believe the society leans to- 
ward communism. 

McGaw, however, was first 
on the stand and testified that 
he considers the Birch Society 
as a parallel to communism 
in that the society attempts 
to undermine confidence of 
the American people in the 
American government and its 
officials. 

Introduce Article 

McGaw also said he con- 
siders un-American any per- 
son who remained in the so- 
ciety after a society official 
allegedly made public a state- 
ment charging that former 
President Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower was a conscious agent 
of the so-called Communist- 
conspiracy. 

Under cross-examination, 
howevet, the defense intro- 
duced an article written for 
|“The Southwesterner” by Mc- 
|Gaw which attacked Abraham 
Lincoln. The defense attempt- 
ed to compare the article to 
the attacks on Eisenhower. 

McGaw said he dropped 
another $1.8 million libel suit 
against the Birch Society be- 
cause he could not prove that 
Webster wrote the letter as 
an agent of the society. 

The editor said he lost sev- 
eral advertisers after the let- 
ter was written, some of 
whom he has been unable to 
get back. ■ ■ —

tart Selecting Jury 
In Libel Damage Case 


ALAMOGORDO, Jan. 12 W) 
- Selection of a jury began 
today in the trial of a libel 
suit filed by editor William 
McGaw of “The Southwest- 
erner” against a John Birch 
Society section leader, A. A. 
Webster Jr. of Alamogordo. 

Observers predicted the 
trial, being held before Dist. 
Court Judge George Zimmer- 
man, would last at least two 
'days. 

At a pre-trial conference 
yesterday Judge Zimmerman 
d i s m i s s e d one of three 
charges in the $1.8 million 
suit. The dropped charge al- 
leged personal libel of Mc- 
Gaw in letters which he al- 
leged that Webster, a furni- 
ture dealer, wrote under the 
name Patrick J. Hale to ad- 
vertisers of “The Southwest- 
rner” asking that they with- 
Iraw support from the news- 
raper. 

The letters allegedly f o 1-. 


lowed an August 1963 editor- 
ial in the newspaper against 
the John Birch Society. Attor- 
neys for Webster said yester- 
day the defense would stipu- 
late that Webster wrote the 
letters. 

Remaining are charges al- 
leging that the newspaper, 
published by Saddlebags 
Columbus, was libeled and 
that normal business p r a c- 
Itices of “The Southwesterner” 
were interferred with. 

Total damages of $600,000 
were asked in each of the 
j three counts. 

Attorneys for McGaw said 
they will introduce 16 witnes- 
ses, including Prof. John 
Middagh, head of the De- 
partment of Journalism at 
Texas Western College, El 
Paso. Webster’s attorneys 
said they would introduce five 
and possibly six witnesses, in- 
cluding radio news commen- 
tator Dan Smoot.

million libel suit against a 
section leader of the John 
Birch Society has been re- : 
duced to a $1,448 claim for 
damages. 

Dist. Court Judge George 
Zimmerman ordered that 
compensatory damages in the 
suit against A. A.' Webster 
Jr., an Alamogordo furniture ; 
dealer, be limited to $1,448. i 

William McGaw, editor of ; 
“The Southwesterner,” orig- 
inally sought $1.8 million from 
Webster on allegations the 
publication had been libeled 
through letters written to ad- 
vertisers of the. newspaper. 

Zimmerman, who had 
chopped S600,000 from the suit 
at a pretrial conference, did not 
say why he reduced the dam- 
age limit yesterday. He in- 
dicated the $1,448 limit was 
based on information given 
by accountants earlier in the 
trial. 

Dan Smoot, a news com- 
mentator, testified he did not 
think the letters written by 
Webster under another name 
was defamatory. 

“I don’t think that to tell 
the truth is ever defamatory,” 
he said. 

Martin Dies, Lufkin, Tex., 
a former congressman who 
headed the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities, 
said an editorial in the 
Southwesterner followed the 
Communist party line and that 
Hale’s letter spoke the truth. 

But Smoot and Dies said 
they didn’t believe the person 
who wrote the editorial was 
a Communist.

The American political scene, 
in the past few years, has been 
constantly complicated by the ap- 
pearance of various fringe and 
extremist groups of the left and 
of the right, 

One of the most complicated 
and troublesome of the new right- 
ist organizations is the Massachu- 
setts based John Birch Society. 

A cause of constant embarrass- 
men to both moderate and con- 
servative Americans, the John 
Birch Society is the product of 
one man’s misdirected zeal in 
fighting Communism. 

The founder of the John Birch 
Society, Robert Welch, is con- 
stantly engaged in attacking those 
on his near left. One of the most 
curious books of the century was 
written by Welch, “The Politi- - 
cian,” a book devoted entirely to 
the thesis that former President , 
Dwight Eisenhower, “had always 
cleverly followed the sinuous 
Communist paths.” - 

Since Birchers are constantly 
harping on the fact that the book, 
or fvhat passes for a book! has 
nev sr been reviewed in any non- 
Bir ’h publication (accordin ? to 
son e it then follows that tl is is 
the work of Communists), I 
should like to make a few notes 
about it. 

In his foreword Welch makes 
it abundantly clear that his book, 
he calls it a “letter,” is not Birch- 
sanctioned material. He fails to 
mention though, that he, as head 
of a “monolithic organization,” 
cannot make such a distinction, 
even if he would like to. 

For it remains a fact, whatever 
Birchers would have ug believe, 1 
that Welch wrote portions of the 1 
book in the immediate months be- 
fore he founded his society; and 
that it was revised and printed in 
book form several years after the 
Birch Society was founded. 

The book itself is chock full of 
little beauties. - 

We find, for exemple, in chap- 
ter sixteen, Welch saying, “I per- 
sonally believe (John Foster) 
Dulles to be a Communist agent 
. . . Allan Dulles is the most pro- 
tected and untouchable supporter 


of Communism, next to Eisen- 
hower hi mself, in Washington.” 

In chapter fifteen Welch makes 
the incredible assertion that one 
of Eisenhower’s “most revealing 
propaganda forays for the Com- 
munists accurred by praising 
“Eric Hoffer’s book, “The True 
Believer.” 

“The whole thesis” of which, 
according to Welch, is that any- 
one “who has any real faith, or 
beliefs, or principles . . . belongs 
to the lunatic fringe.” 

Why? Well, says Welch, the 
book “cleverly holds up to ridi- 
cule those thousands of Ameri- 
cans, of whom this writer hopes 
he is one, who not only believe 
there are certain eternal truths 
which should guide the human 
race, but are willing to fight for 
that belief and to die for it if 
necessary. 

I have read the book myself, 
and have to admit that Welch is 
completely wrong about Hoffer’s 
book. I seriously doubt that he 
ever read it for it is a powerful 
antidote to Marxist thinking, and 
in no way attacks beliefs held by 
“those thousands of Americans.” 

In his introduction to “The True 
Believer," Hoff er makes it ex- 
plicitly clear that the “book 
passes no judgments, and ex- 
presses no freferences.” 

Why should a seemingly intel- 
ligent man like Welch make so 
many wrong-headed statements? 
Both his book “The Politician,” 
and his other written works con- 
stantly distort and confuse is- 
sues which intelligent conserva- 
tives should have truthful infor- 
mation about? 

I recall one pamphlet of his 
which attributes communist ten- 
dencies to Romulo Betancourt, 
Senator Dodd of Connecticut and 
ever Boris Pasternak. And all 
three of these men have been lead- 
ing figures in the fforts to erad- 
icate Communism. Nevertheless 
Welch attempts to impugn their 
various success. 

Welch originally wrote his “Pol- 
itician” in the middle fifties. He 
says it was a private letter, meant 
to be circulated among a few of 
his friends.' iiuwtver, it got out 
of his hands and into circulation, 


Thus in Snbsequ^nt revisions of 
the letter, the famous passage 
about Eisenhower “being a dedi- 
cated agent of the Communist- 
conspiracy” is deleted. 

In attempting to save face 
Welch back-tracks somewhat, and, 
at the end of his revised editions 
offers three choices: 

1 — Eisenhower was a “stooge” 
for the Communists. 

2 — Eisenhower “is a Commu- 
nist assigned a specific job of be- 
in ga political front man.” 

3 — Eisenhower was taken in by 
the Communists for opportunistic 
reasons.

LOBO: Do you consider the 
society a ‘radical’ organization.

and this is wrong. 

LOBO: Then you regard 

groups like SDS and the Black 
Panthers as the greatest threat to 
education? 

HOOPINGARNER: No. No, 
not at all. They’re unfortunate 
dupes. They’re being used and 
exploited by elements much 
higher in level than they are. In 
fact the very establishment they 
think, they’re fighting, the - ' 
Rockefeller Wall Street 
establishment, are the very 
elements that are funding their 
revolution. 

LOBO: You mentioned the 
Rockefellers but what specific 
group is the real culprit. Is it the 
Communist party? 

HOOPINGARNER: No. The 
Communist Party is a 
low -echelon operation. It’s a tool 
in the hands of those who are 
really promoting the revolution, 
not only here but throughout the' 
world.

stand for international economic 
monopoly. At this time they hold 
quite a bit of the monopoly! 
They’re the Mellons, the Morgans!

But they do not 
have world control and that is 
their objective. 

Now, you asked the question 
and I’ll try to answer it 
specifically. I think that the 
greatest threat to education in this 
country is government 
intervention — bureaucrats 
dictating to the schools what they 
will and won’t teach without 
being responsible to the taxpayer. 

LOBO: Would the ’’Love Lust 
controversy” of last year be an 
example of this type of 
intervention? 

HOOPINGARNER: That’s part 
of the problem. If it were private 
then the people who were paying 
the bills could deal directly with 
it. But this is where you run into 
the sticky mess of politics getting 
involved in the whole picture. 
You would prefer that this would 
not happen but when you have 


the state paying the bill this has to 
happen because the taxpayers are 
the ones politicians have to 
answer to. 

LOBO: Your whole beef then 
centers around the idea that 
politicians are not being 
responsive to their constituents. 

HOOPINGARNER: Definitely! 
Let me amend that a little bit. I 
want to say that there are 
certainly a lot of exceptions but 
the trend is and has been in the 
other direction. The politicians 
have come to think of themselves 
on a higher level or superior to 
their constituency. 

LOBO: One final question. 

How does the society now view 
the war in Vietnam? Are you 
going along with Nixon’s plan? 

HOOPINGARNER: We think 
the whole thing is a farce — that 
it’s not being conducted as 
anything other than a is 

ridiculous that we are ; U ^ving 
both sides with the to 

continue the war while Americans 
are being killed. The picture is not 
being shown to the American 
people completely. Only two 
alternatives are being presented, 
that of support for the Nixon plan 


and all-out withdrawal. This is a 
false set of alternatives. The third 
alternative is to go in and conduct 
the war in an honorable manner at 
a relatively lower cost in lives to 
both sides. 

This would not require the use 
of nuclear weapons. According to 
expert opinion, the war could be 
ended in six weeks or less without 
using nuclear weapons, if it were 
conducted in a manner similar to 
what we did in the case of the 
Second World War when we 
literally obliterated large parts of 
Germany at a low cost to life in 
citizens. If we wanted to block 
the harbor at Haiphong we could 
send in aircraft and drop leaflets 
in the native language that this 
area was going to be devastated in 
three days at such and such a 
time, and then go in there and 
completely destroy the material 
facility.

: -.rch Society, said, “the real 
lackeys of the imperialists are the 
leaders of the revolution” in a 
lecture Friday. 

Hoopingarner coordinator of 
the John Birch Society for New 
Mexico and 11 Colorado counties, 
was speaking before a crowd of 
iabout 40 at the Free University as 
part of its lecture series.

They are using the unrest 
created by revolutionaries as an 
excuse to establish a national 
police force similar to Hitler’s 
Gestapo and Communist Russia’s 
KGB. Such a force would create 
tight security that would 
ultimately eliminate free thought 
and individualism, he said. 

Hoopingarner said “indirectly, 
financial kings like the 
Rockefellers supported Hitler to 
gain power and in the same token 
destroyed him so that they could 
retain this power.”

WASHINGTON — The John Birch Society is making a 
comeback. 

The 11-year-old militantly a n t i - 
Communist organization which suffered 
political repudiations in the 1962 and 1964 
elections is growing in numbers, influence 
and acceptability. 

This is evidenced in part by the seating of 
two of its members in the U. S. House of 
Rej^es^afc'ospthis month.

Another reason for the Society’s comeback is its increas- 
ing reliance on front groups such as the Association to Support 
Your Local Police, whose membership includes non-Bircbers.

ACCORDING to Wesley McCune, Director of Group 
Research, Inc., which studies Right-wing organizations, the 
John Birch Society is the most important Right-wing group in 
the United States and has been growing in influence. He said 
he does not doubt the Society’s, claim that it also is growing in 
size. 

“The Society has more acceptance because it has become 
more sophisticated in its public relations,” McCune said. “But 
it has not mellowed.” 

Recent evidence of non-mellowing: 

—An article in the Society’s “American Opinion” 
magazine this month said Nixon’s Chief Adviser on National 
Security, Dr. Henry A. Kissinger, has been using “Communist 
Friends” as advisers on Vietnam and “is not so loyal an 
American as we are asked to believe.” 

—Founder Robert Welch stated in the Society’s bulletin 
that “the Communists have now actually seized; control of 
Newark,” where Negro Kenneth Gibson was elected mayor 
last month. -

, Society’s 13th annual “Scoreboard” stated this 

month that the degree of Communist influence in government, 
the press, education and other segments of Americ an life has 
risen to between 60 and 80 per cent. '* 

—As recently as May of this year, Welch referred to the 
late President John F. Kennedy, the late Sen. Robert F. Ken- 
nedy and the late Dr. Martin Luther King Jr, as “high- 
ranking pro-Communists.” The Society continues to describe 
the National Council of Churches and the League of Women 
Voters as “promoters of Communist causes.” 

BY MAJORITIES of more than 2 to 1, voters in two 
Southern California congressional districts on June 30 elected 
two known Birch Society members, John H. Rousselot and 
John C. Schmitz, to unexpired terms in the House. Both also 
won Republican nominatioES to run in November for full 
terms. 

Rousselot’s swearing-in was a return to the seat he held in 
1961-62. But it’s notably different, because Rousselot’s Birch 
Society membership was not known when he was elected in 
1960, and he was defeated in 1962 after it became known. 

Similarly, the only other Birch member known to have 
served in Congress, former Rep. Edgar W. Hiestand, R-Calif., 
was elected before the Society was formed and was defeated 
in 1962 after his membership became known. That year two 
other Birchers lost bids for Congress. 

Rousselot and Schmitz said membership in the Society 
has ceased to become the major issue in campaigns. 

“I think the nation, except for the press, is beginning to 
focus on the real enemy, which is Communism, not on the dog 
barking at the enemy,” Schmitz said in an interview. 

SCHMITZ SAID the movement is growing because of “the 
kids with clenched fists and waving Viet Cong flags.” 

Reed Benson, Birch Public Relations Director here, said 
the Society has been growing in size and influence. While the 
Society does not disclose exact numbers, Benson said the 
membership has “increased” to about 80,000 in about 5,000 
local chapters. 

He said its national budget is about $8 million a year, it 
has about 200 paid staff members, operates more than 450 
bookstores, owns a publishing firm that sells $5 million worth 
of books a year, publishes a variety of journals and operates a 
speakers’ bureau that fills 2,000 engagements a year.

The Society is not political in the sense that it does not 
endorse or help finance candidates. Rather, it is educational 
in a way that translates into political power. Welch says that 
“education is the means and political action only the 

mechanics” for change in government. ...... 

Welch is organizing the Society by congressional districts, 
aiming to have a paid organizer, at least four libraries and an 
a-aerage of 1,000 members in every district. 

Welch has frankly patterned the Society after the Com- 
m inist Party organization. Both are monolithic rather than 
dimocratic; are organized in small cells or chapters (10-15 
members each); have secret membership; operate front 
groups; publish and distribute their own literature; circulate 
petitions, and depend on the dedication ratbp^an size of 
their membership.
